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WEEKLY REVIEW. 

The first seven days of July are usually the 
dullest of the year so far as trade is concerned, 
and the past week has been no exception to the 
tule. The semi-annual stock taking and the 
advent of the “glorious fourth” are account- 
able for the break in trade, and until the com- 
bined effects of these two occasions pass away 
there will not be much room for the transaction 
of new business. The paint trade has been very 
quiet, with no special teatures of interest. 
Oils have experienced some activity in one or 
two departments. Lard and whale oils are 
higher and cottonseed is still tending upward. 
In dyes, the firmness of cutch, the unsettled 
condition of gambier and the downward ten- 
dency of sumac are the only items of interest. 
In drugs there is scarcely anything of special 
note. There has been a considerable movement 
onheavy chemicals for future delivery, but for 
present consumption there is not much wanted. 
In other chemicals there is a moderate amount 
of business doing. 

The local money market has been irregular 
during the past week, the range on call loans 
being wider than for a long time past. Specu- 


lation has been partly the cause of this irregu- 
arity, but the reguiar demands of

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SUMMARY. 


Acetate of lime has been growing 
scarcer since the beginning of the year 
and prices have been approaching fig- 
ures that afford the manufacturers 
some profit, the business for several 
years pust having been unremunera- 
tive ; a new outlet for the acetate has 
been found, and this, together with the 
decrease of production, is the cause of 
the present scarcity. Double manure 
salt is a comparatively new constituent 
of superphos phate of limein this coun- 
try and is supplanting several of the 
fertilizer chemicals, because of its cheap- 
ness and convenience. Its progress in 
this direction is reviewed editorially. 
The transportation of petroleum in 
bulk to foreign markets is still attract- 
ing much attention and interest in the 
trade; the success of a patented sys- 
tem of thus carrying the oil and its ad- 


vantages over other methods are re- 
ferred to. Our trade with foreign 
countries,although not in sosatisfactory 
a condition as our merchants can wish, 
still it shows a gratifying growth as 
facts and figures given in another col- 
umn will illustrate. The alcohol dis- 
tillers have agreed to disagree, and 
efforts are now being made to influence 
five of the larger concerns to enter the 


proposed stock company ; if they con- 
clude to do so a strong combination 
will be the result, but if their present 
position is maintained, the cutting of 
prices will be a leading feature of trade 
after the middie of this month. The 
cocoanut oil market is not losing 
strength on account of the ample sup- 
plies here, as stocks are in good hands 
and prices are likely to be maintained. 
Whale oil has experienced an import- 
ant change in price and demand lately, 
and the market is still in a sensitive 
condition. An improvement is reported 
in drugs and chemicals, and many art- 
icles are advancing in prices caused by 
more confidence, scarcity and concen- 
tration of supplies. Menhaden oil 
prospects are not encouraging to fisher- 
men jn the yield of oil this season, but 
prices are likely to favor them later on. 
The scheme to erect a building for the 
New York Petroleum Exchange has 
been defeated and business will be 
transacted as usual at the old place, 


Our correspendence column contains 
another letter on the muriate of pot- 
ash and kainit controversy, and an in- 
quiry about the manufacturers of 
dynamite in the United States. The 
assay of carbolic soap forms the base 
of an article in the soap department. 
An account is given of howa Brooklyn 
oil man makes a foreign trip accom- 
panied by several friends in a yacht. 
An article will be found on commercial 
shark oil, which was written by an 
English chemist and sent expressly to 
the REPORTER. The growth of the 
sulphuric acid manufacture is referred 
toatlength. Atthe annual meeting 
of the American Cotton Oil Trust last 
week, very encouraging reports were 
made, showing the rapid progress dur- 
ing the past few months. Some re- 
marks exhibiting the drift of opinion 
on the spermaceti market, will be found 
interesting to those trading in the 
article. An investigation has been 
made asto the manufacture of sun- 
flower oil in Russia, India and other 
foreign countries by a gentleman in- 
terested in the matter and he gives the 
result of his labors to the public; sun- 
flowers as fuel are referred to in an- 
other article. The latest use for natural 
gas is in locomotives, and Philadelphia 
is the first point where it is being test- 
ed. Glass manufacture in Japan, 
although of ancient origin, is not an 
important industry in that section of 
the country. Algine from sea weeds, 
used as a base to form salts,is an article 
little heard from, but a writer rescues 
it from obscurity. The rapid march 
of cottonseed oil continues to excite 
trade circles and cause comment. 
A deposit of “burnt” umber is alleged 
to have been found near New Castle, 
Pa., and the discoverers think they 
have a bonanza; all such finds of min- 
eral deposits are generally rated very 
high until the truth is actually known. 
We present two conflicting reports on 
the growing hop crop and leave the 
reader to judge as to the correct one. 
Some enterprising parties have under- 
taken to compound oils for use on 
troubled waters and are therefore the 
pioneers in that business. The glass 
factories and wages are discussed from 
a Western standpoint, and a review 


is given of the British chemical indus- 


tries. An analytical chemist has some- 
thing new to say on asbestos. A 
lengthy article will be foundin another 
column on the exhibit of drugs and 
chemicals at the Indian Exposition. 
Some remarks on quinine from the re- 
tail standpoint are reproduced from 
an interview in a city daily paper. 
The subject of candle fish oil is con- 
tinued and the source of supply given. 
The Standard Oil Company has adopt- 
ed a plan it is said to prevent the use of 
their oil packages twice in Europe, and 
this will no doubt stop the distribu- 
tion of inferior oil by unprincipled 
parties, who made it a practice of re- 
filling the cases having the brand 
with vile stuff and palming it 
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off as genuine American oil. Adulte- 
rated castor oil and how to avoid it 
are referred to. Among the petroleum 
items are Ohio’s ring worm district, a 
natural refinery in the far West, Wash- 
ington’s star of hope waning, oil pro- 
ducers satisfied with small profits, and 
wild cat wells in Beaver county, Pa. 
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DRUGS AND CHEMICALS 
BETTER. 


The drug market has lately shown 
more signs of improvement; prices are 
advancing on many articles and im- 
portant movements are to be noted, 
but the reaction is caused more by 
speculative business than legitimate 
buying for consumptive wants. It was 
expected that quinine and opium 
would start the ball to rolling, but the 
courage of the capitalists has not been 
worked up to a point to give full con- 
fidence in the market for these articles, 
and their attention has evidently been 
turned to other drugs which promise 
better returns. Values have ruled so 
low that it did not require a prophet 
to foretell the future course of prices; 
heretofore an unusual timidity has 
been displayed and prices were allowed 
to decline through neglect and igno- 
rance as to the actual cost of produc- 
tion and position of the articles. The 
dissemination of information and cur- 
tailment of production in many lines, 
have brought abovt an improvement 
in prices and increased volume of busi- 
ness which are likely to continue. The 
danger is that the upward movement 
in values may gain too much impetus 
by the anticipation of wants, and be 
followed by a misunderstood dullness 
which may lead to an unnecessary 
weakness. 

The bearish element in quinine has 
been heard from during the past few 
days, by the circulation of a report 
that a leading American manufacturer 
claims he can produce quinine at a 
cost of forty cents with bark at three 
and a half to four pence per unit. This 
statement is accompanied by the re- 
mark that prices can still go lower 
without entailing any loss to manufac- 
turers. We do not place any reliance 
in the cost price named, because no 
maker would herald to the world the 
private affairs of his business, and this 
matter is one of the most profound 
secrets of the quinine industry. It is 
understood however, that quinine costs 
fifty cents per ounce in the bark at 
present prices, according to a calcula- 
tion made by parties closely identified 
with the business. The general belief 
isin favor of a higher market, but it 
lacks support from important buyers. 


Opium has been inquired after to a 
larger extent, and we understand that 
a good movement occurred last week 
for future delivery, but prices. have not 
been influenced thereby. The crop of 
Smyrna opium is said to be 1,500 bas- 
kets less than the first estimates given 
some weeks ago, but that it is still in 
excess of last year. 

Gum chicle has taken an important 
change upward, owing to supplies be- 
ing exhausted in Mexico, the source of 
supply; about one thousand pounds 
changed hands in this market last 
week at somewhat higher figures than 
formerly quoted and stocks are now 
closely concentrated. An attempted 
corner in cloves is reported; stocks are 
being concentrated here and holders 
are releasing goods sparingly at‘an ad- 
vance; clove stems are also in better 
demand with sales of four thousand 
pounds at four cents. Small flake 
manna is reported scarce and higher, 
with better business. Coriander seed, 
which has ruled be:ow cust of importa- 
tion, has also appreciated iu value as 
stocks were allowed to become greatly 
reduced. Oils of sassafras and winter- 
green also show tangible indicatious 
of improvement. The change for the 
better in Mexican sarsaparilla was re- 
ferred to last week, and it is well sus- 
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tained. Citric acid, balsam fir canada, 
shellac, gum arabic, insect powder and 
several other articles are in a very firm 
position, and assist to make a better 
drug market. 

Chemicals have a better undertone. 
Glass manufacturers have anticipated 
their wants one month ahead of time 
and are now generaliy supplied with 
carbonated soda ash for commencing 
work at the end of the regular summer 
vacation. More activity is to be noted 
in bleaching powder. Receipts have 
fallen off in comparison with this time 
last year and the article isin a better 
position for an advauce.

THE IMPROVEMENT IN ACETATE 
OF LIME. 

Since the latter part of 1885 there 
has been a gradual though somewhat 
spasmodic improvement in the market 
for acetate of lime. This improvement 
would have been impossible had the 
production continued on the extensive 
scale of former years, but the manufac- 
ture of the article had been made so 
unprofitable by active competition, 
that many manufacturers had shut up 
their works permanently before the 
beginning of the present year. 

In commenting editorially upon the 
position of the article at that time we 
said in our issue of December, 1885: 
“Since the competition has fallen off 
the home demand has increased, and 
though prices have been a long time in 
realizing improvement, they are now 
on the mend. About ayear and a half 
ago gray acetate was selling down to 
one and a half cents per pound and 
brown brought only three-quarters of 
a cent per pound. * * * * Now 
the quotation for gray is two cents 
and for brown one cent. The manu- 
facturers now engaged in the business 
manifest a disposition to profit by 
their past experience with over- 
competition, and instead of pushing 
the market to get what advantages 
may be derived from the slight increase 
in values, they are willing to wait with 
a fair prospect of doing better in the 
future, and that, too, on a solid basis.” 

This policy seems to have been care- 

fully observed during the past six 
months, and a further increase in val- 
ues has taken place, though the ad- 
vance has been slow, and prices are 
still far from returning the profits of 
five or six.years ago, when they were 
fully douule the present figures. The 
market quotations to-day are one and 
a quarter to one and forty one-hun- 
dredth cents per pound for brown and 
two and a quarter to two and thirty 
one-hundredths cents per pound for 
gray. During this time there has been 
a steady increase in the home con- 
sumption and the foreign demand has 
improved somewhat, though not to 
the extent expected of it. At the 
conclusion of the article above quoted 
from reference is made to a new 
outlet for acetate of lime which 
had not developed itself at that 
time, but of which much was ex- 
peeted. Since that time this new 
outlet has proved a very important 
one and the increase in the consump- 
tion is largely due to it. The manu- 
facture of chloroform by the acetone 
patent is now conducted in this coun- 
try on a large scale, and the supplying 
of the demand for this purpose has 
opened the important and new field to 
the acetate producers. The acetic 
acid manufacturers have increased 
their orders in a very encouraging way 
this spring aud the two combined with 
the export demand have served to place 
the business ou a more profitable and 
satisfactory basis than it has occupied 
for three or four years past. 

At present the supply of acetate of 
lime is light as other manufacturers 
beside those who had gone out of bus- 
iness prior to the beginning of the 
year, tired of waiting for a material 
impro ement in prices have ceased to 
make he article. Consequently the 














































































quantity at present produced does not 
appear to be sufficient to supply all 
demands and a further increase in 
prices at an early day is not improba- 
ble. If acetate should advance to much 
higher figures, it is thought that it 
will encourage some of the shut down 
factories to resume production, and in 
that event the competition thus creat- 
ed will no doubt put an end to the 
upward movement and may result in 
a return to the unprofitable prices of a 
year ago. On the other hand the cost 
of starting up the works again will 
deter many from reembarking in the 
business unless the market should at- 
tain to such a position as to guarantee 
them against serious loss. 


THE RAPID ADVANCE IN WHALE 
OIL. 

Holders of crude whale oil in New 
Bedford have advanced their views to 
forty cents per gallon for prime north- 
ern, during the past few days, which is 
an increase of about twelve cents per 
gallon within a month. This is so 
unusual, that the important change is 
freely commented upon in trade cir- 
cles. During the winter and spring 
months there was no business to make 
a market and prices were consequently 
weak and nominal. Stocks at New 
Bedford were increased by the arrival 
of several lots from the Pacific coast 
where they had previously been held 
for some time for higher prices, and 
with the assistance of this bearish ele- 
ment, exporters were enabled to lay in 
supplies at the lowest figure ever quo- 
ted for whale oil. They took advant- 
ageof the opportunity as the recent 
large business would indicate. Last 
week the ship Syren departed from 
New Bedford for Havre with 7,300 bar- 
rels of whale oil, which is the largest 
cargo ever shipped from that port. 
Other business for export made an ag- 
gregate showing of 12,000 barrels, and 
the increased wants for domestic man- 
ufacture, being added, the improved 
demand naturally brought about a re- 
action which seems to have staying 
qualities. More sales were made for 
export above thirty cents than under 
that figure and the highest price real- 
ized for northern oil to go abroad was 
thirty-two cents, while thirty-five cents 
per gallon has been paid by refiners 
here. Notwithstanding the fact that 
the catch last year was above the aver- 
age, the stocks at New Bedford have 
been reduced from 30,000 on May 1 to 
about 12,000 barrels. The amount on 
hand is slightly larger than this time 
last year, but prices are much lower 
and if a further advance does not check 
the export demand, the movement may 
reduce supplies to a greater extent 
than last season. Considerable south 
sea oilhas yet to arrive, but all inter- 
est is centered iu the Arctic or north- 
ern grade which is exclusively export- 
ed. Itis said that a good portion of 
the shipments are on speculative ac- 
count and the character of the busi- 
ness done would indicate that foreign 
buyers have great faith in the stability 
of the American market. 
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ALCOHOL DISTILLERS NOT DWELL- 
ING IN UNITY. 

Five Western alcohol distillers are 
giving their association considerable 
annoyance by refusing to enter the 
new stock company that has been pro- 
posed to take the place of the old pool. 
The latter organization after an exist- 
ence of about four years, did not give 
satisfaction, as some of the members 
took advantage of the fact that it was 
not incorporated, and violated the 
agreement; the business between the 
distillers was done on good faith and 
the honor of each member was depend- 
ed upon to respect the rules. Nut be- 
ing able to enter court as an orgauiza- 
tion and enforce the penalty clause, it 
was deemed best to form a stock com- 
pany with a capital of $250,000 to buy 
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up the surplus capacity and prevent 
an overproduction. Five of the larger 
concerns have declined to enter the 
new arrangement, although a session 
of two days was held in Cincinnati last 
week to influence the opponents to 
change their tactics. The meeting ad- 
journed without any indication of 
reaching a satisfactory conclusion, but 
the time was extended to July 15, 
when the five distillers will be given 
another opportunity of signing the 
agreement and thus completing the 
stock company. It was unanimously 
agreed to sustain prices until that date, 
and should any member then decline 
to work with the majority, all agree- 
ments will be declared off and the mar- 
ket will assume a go-as-you-please 
character, with the cutting of prices as 
the principal feature. It is necessary 
te include all the distillers of high 
wines to prevent disastrous competi- 
tion, and if it is found impossible to 
pool their issues in this manner, the 
result would not be a pleasant thing 
to anticipate, as the capacity is five 
times larger than the consumption, 
and the rush for trade would cause a 
heavy loss in profits, but the hope is 
entertained that the opposition will 
wheel into line at the next meeting in 
Cincinnati. 

There are too many distillers for the 
good of the trade and how to cut down 
the number has been a perplexing 
question to the larger and more influ- 
ential concerns. The opposition iaade 
to the formation of a pool on previous 
occasions was prompted by a desire to 
bring about a competitive crisis and 
have the trade thereafter ruled by the 
“survival of the fittest.” It is inti- 
mated that the objection this time is 
an outgrowth of that feeling. A war 
of extermination would have disas- 
trous results all around, as there are 
various methods of evading the reve- 
nue tax, and the weaker distillers not 
having so much property at stake, 
eould battle against their competitors 
by robbing the Government if they 
were so inclined—a risk which the 
larger distillers would not dare to un- 
dertake. There may not be any un- 
principled men in the ranks, but the 
supposition is one of the possibilities. 
It is a difficult matter to freeze out dis- 
tillers as past experience demonstrates. 
One large concern some years ago tried 
it alone and after losing thousands of 
dollars during the course of a year, 
succeeded in closing but one factory. 
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THE TRADE IN DOUBLE MANURE 
SALT. 

The manufacture of “double manure 
salt” has become an important industry 
within the past few years, the ceuter 
of production being at Stassfurt, 
in Germany. The import of the arti- 
cle into this country, where, as its 
name implies, ii enters into the pro- 
duction of chemical fertilizers, has been 
on a steadily increasing scale since its 
first introduction, about ten years ago. 
At first the quantity made was not of 
enough consequence to entitle it toa 
prominent place among merchantable 
commodities, but of late years the 
Stassfurt manufacturers have paid 
more attention to its production, and 
it is now brought over here and is con- 
sumed extensively by the manufactur- 
ers of phosphates. Double manure salt 
isa sulphate of potash and sulphate of 
magnesia, being a concentrated form of 
kainit and kieserite. The manufactur- 
ers, floding it a good substitute forthe 
pure sulphate of putash, have gradu- 
ally given it preference over the latter, 
until it has practically superceded the 
sulphate. With the manure salt the 
manufacturers are able to use the moist 
almwoniates in the production of super- 
phosphate, as according tu their testi- 
mony the sulphate of magnesia, which 
constitutes forty to forty-five per cent. 
of the salt, absorbs the moisture and 
produces a “drillable” fertilizer, For 
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most purposes, however, the pure 
sulphate of potash would no doubt 
be given the preference, but for 
the great difference in cost. Sulphate 
of potash pays a duty of 20 per cent, 
while manure salt is admitted free: 
hence while the former is quoted te 
this market at two and a quarter to 
two and a half cents per hundreg 
pounds for 95 to 98 per cent. sulphate 
of potash, the latter is obtainable at 
1.05 cents per hundred pounds for 48 to 
50 per cent. sulphate. Other competing 
products have been affected ad versely 
by the introduction of manure salt, 
principal among which is muriate of 
potash, which, although imported op 
a larger scale than before the manure 
salt was introduced, does not enter as 
extensively into the composition of gy. 
perphosphates as formerly. The growth 
of the chemical fertilizer industry ip 
this couutry has been very great dur. 
ing the past few years and a compar. 
ison of the imports of double manure 
salt with those of competing chemicals 
would therefore be valueless as show. 
ing to what extent the former has sup- 
planted the latter in the estimation of 
superphosphate manufacturers, The 
receipts of kainit and kieserite as would 
naturally be inferred, show a fall- 
ing off in consequence of this com- 
petition, the superphosphate manufac. 
turers preferring the double manure 
salt: which although composed of kie- 
serite and kainit containsa much 
smaller percentage of chlorine, an ele. 
ment injurious to plant life. On the 
other hand the receiptsof muriate of 
potash have increased which is to he 
accounted for by the fact that agri- 
culturists in many cases prefer to use 
this chemicals by itself as a fertilizer,

MENHADEN OIL PROSPECTS. 


The menhaden fishermen are experi- 
encing a very discouraging season, and 
it is not necessary for them to inform 
the trade to that effect, as the result of 
the small catch is made apparent by 
the insignificant receipts of new oil. 
This time last year considerable busi- 
ness was done in new oil, but since the 
vessels commenced fishing, on May 1, 
not more than two hundred barrels of 
new oil have arrived at this port. The 
holders of course could retain their 
supplies at the factories and thus 
make a show of doing little or nothing, 
but there is evidence of a small catch 
in the absence of any offerings except 
old oil. The month of June has gen- 
erally yielded good results, even better 
than July, but this season it has 
brought a disappointment on account 
of the irregular and chilly weather. 
July is not a favorite month on ac- 
count of the nationa! holiday breaking 
into business; when fishermen lay off 
to enjoy themselves it is not to return 
immediately to active work on the 
waters; they generally find some re- 
pairing to du about the vessels apd 
half of the month usually passes before 
the fleets are again pulling up men- 
haden. Unless they are determined 
to make up for lost time the present 
month will not count much in the 
general summing up. However, there 
isan ample stock of old oil to draw 
upon, which is estimated at from 
15,000 to 20,000 barrels, and no doubt 
this fact assisted to make the returns 
small this season by discouraging the 
fishermen, who have to accept a very 
low price for their products, Prime 
oil is held at twenty-two cents, which 
is six cents per gallon less than this 
time last year, nine cents below the 
market of this date in 1884 and 
eighteen cents under the price of 1883, 
‘There is a belief that the limited catch 
and advancing price of whale oil will 
enhance values for menhaden, but it 
the demand is not improved, a higher 
range cannot be expected. The outlet 
is very limited, but when shippers find 
that the market has reached bottom 
they will doubtless make known their 
wants, 
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COCOANUT OILS. 
of Ceylon cocoanut oil were 
ee ceed a om weeks ago by the 
in tallow and decided im- 
ent in demand, but the tallow 
Parket has been found too uncertain 
to attach much faith; it having re- 
ceded & point or two, the influence is 
felt in cocoanut oil, but not to any 
important extent. Stocks are not be- 
ing offered freely, as the principal 
holders pought most of their supplies 
at higher rates than the prevailing 
market, and they have sufficient faith 
in future prices to await a more favor- 
able opportunity for releasing their 
s. The total stock on spot is esti- 
mated at 2,500 tons, which is a reduc- 
tion from 8,700 tons in sight last win- 
ter. The amount of Ceylon oil on the 
way is comparatively small, not ag- 
ting more than 1,000 tons to ar- 
rive between now and November. 
The market is about steady at pres- 
ent writing, but it is likely to be in- 
fluenced by general trade, which is in 
a healthy state, with indications of an 
improvement. 

Cochin oil has been in a good statis- 
tical position for some months, and the 
tone of the market has lately im- 
proved, owing to limited stocks here 
in the hands of three holders, and the 
fact that vessels cannot clear from the 
place of export until next autumn, on 
account of the monsoon season. Values 
are held up, and as they are governed 
by the natural supply and demand 
without reference to tallow or even 
Ceylon oil, the market is likely to re- 
main firm. London prices and statis- 
ties don’t have the same influence in 
directing values here as formerly; the 
English metropolis is not the large dis- 
tributing point for cocoanut oil as in 
years gone by, shipments being made 
direct to New York; parties who rely 
on London statistics for the position 
of stocks will therefore be misled. 
Cuban oil has been neglected for some 
time, and we hear of noinquiry. The 
importations of cocoanut oils at New 
York for the years named are as fol- 
lows.

TRANSPORTING OIL IN BULK TO 


EUROPE. 

The tank vessel, to which previous 
reference has been made in these 
columns as having been fitted up for 
the purpose of carrying petroleum in 
bulk to Europe, has already made two 
successful trips and is now on her 
third voyage. On each occasion she 
carried about 180,000 gallons of crude 
from New York to London, making the 
voyage without accident and proving 
the entire feasibility of the plan of her 
owners. Other efforts which have 
been made to transport petroleum 
across the Atlantic in bulk have 
proved failures because of the neglect 
of their projectors to provide means to 
overcome the great strain on the tanks 
during the voyage. The bark Crusader, 
in the construction of which the vari- 
ous difficulties hitherto experienced 
seem tohave been overcome, is fitted 
with tanks, on a plan which is the in- 
vention of a well known local refiner. 
Having found that ruptures of the 
anks and other accidents have oc- 
urred because of their resistance to 
the motion of the vessel, he rejected 
the plan of building the tanks with 
rigid continuous walls and intersecting 
compartments, and substituted a 
method which insures the safe trans- 
portation of the oil in bulk and places 
the cargo completely under the control 
of thecrew. By this method the oil is 
carried with as much safety as though 
Placed in the ordinary packages. 
According to this system the tanks are 
constructed separately and indepen- 
dent of each other so that any shock 
or movement which may be communi- 

“ated toone of them by the laboring 
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of the vessel will not affect any of the 
others, as would be the case were the 
tanks built in a _ rigid continuous 
series. The method in which the 
tanks are filled and emptied and their 
contents kept under control during 
the voyage has been previously de- 
scribed and it only remains to be said 
that the device after a thorough and 
practical test has fulfilled all the 
expectation of its inventor. But the 
one vessel has so far been fitted with 
these tanks, but we believe others will 
soon be brought into service by a 
company formed for the purpose. The 
invention is protected by a patent and 
promises to yield a rich harvest to its 
owners while settling a much vexed 
question and conferring important 
advantages to shippers. There are 
several vessels now being fitted with 
tanks by another system, which does 
not promise the satisfactory results 
attained in the case of the Crusader, 
but their owners are confident of suc- 
cess although shippers who have given 
the whole subject close attention, still 
predict failure for the enterprise, as it 
has been tried many times without 
success. +

THE PETROLEUM EXCHANGE 
BUILDING SCHEME DEFEATED. 


The ambitious scheme of the build- 
ing committee of the Consolidated 
Stuck and Petroleum Exchange, out- 
lined in our last, has been defeated, 
and the Exchange will remain where 
itis. The vote against the proposition 
was heavy and decisive. It is now 
proposed to lease the building adjoin- 
ing at No. 58 Broadway and connect it 
with the present board room. The 
cost will be about $30,000, and the en- 
tire rental of the Exchange for the 
year will be about $90,000. In defeat- 
ing the building scheme the members 
of the Exchange acted sensibly.

OUR FOREIGN TRADE. 


The last report of the Bureau of 
Statisticts of the Treasury Department 
which is just received, carries thestate- 
ment of imports and exports to the end 
of the eleventh month of the fiscal year. 
The total value of the various articles of 
merchandise, dutiable and free, import- 
ed, is shown to be $581,116,652 or an in- 
crease of $52,901,795 over the imports of 
the corresponding period last year. The 
total value of domestic merchandise 
exported during the eleven months 
reached $611,206,638, a decrease of $68,. 
522,555 compared with last year. With 
regard to drugs, chemicals, oils, paints, 
etc, there has been comparatively 
but slight change in the relative quan- 
tities received during April and May. 
The imports of asphaltum continue 
heavy, the receipts for May being 7, 154,- 
985 lbs against only 1,120,242 lbs in the 
same month of 1885. Alizarine imports 
were 56,333 Ibs less this May than a 
year ago, those of argols show a de- 
crease of 582,104 lbs, cinchona barks a 
decrease of 36,480 lbs, cochineal an in- 
crease of 21,971 lbs, gum arabic a de- 
crease of 170,966 lbs. There was no 
crude camphor imported during the 
month of May this year and in 1885. 
The imports of cutch and gambier in 
May this year were over 1,000,000 lbs 
in excess of those of the corresponding 
month last year, bleaching powders 
also show un increase of about 1,000,000 
lbs. mauriate of potash a decrease of 
8,910,112. Other articles which show a 
decrease during the month are nitrate 
of soda, crude or native phosphate for 
fertilizing purposes, crude opium, ani- 
line colors, bicarbonate of soda, caustic 
soda, sumac, unpolished crown, cylin- 
der and common window glass, unsil- 
vered plate glass, hops, olive oil, ground 
spices and sponges . Those articles which 
show an increase during the month 
are brimstone, vanilla beans, guano, 
fixed or expressed oils, essential oils, 


bristles, glycerine, dyewood extracts, 
saltpetre, sal soda and soda ash, pol- 
ished cylinder and crown glass, lead 
and its manufactures, mineral oil, 
dutiable fixed and expressed oils except 
olive, dutiable essential oils, paints 
and colors, salt and all kinds of soap. 


Among the articles of domestic pro- 
duction which show increased exports 
for the month of May are acids, pot 
and pearl ashes, patent medicines, 
roots, herbs and barks, perfumery and 
cosmetics, fertilizers, glass and glass- 
ware except window glass, glucose wud 
grape sugar, glue (a very large increase 
in the latter), soapstock and grease, 
matches, lard oil, whale and other ani- 
mal oils except sperm, crude mineral 
oil, linseed oil, essential oils, paints and 
colors, rosin, oil cake, toilet and other 
soaps, spermaceti, alcohol, starch and 
varnish. A «decrease is noted in the 
shipments of the following articles dur- 
ing the month: Tanning barks and 
extracts, candles, dyes and dyestuffs, 
ginseng (slight), window glass, hops 
(large), lead and its manufactures, tar 
and pitch, sperm oil, naphtha, refined 
petroleum and other mineral oils ex- 
cept crude, cottonseed oil, paraffine 
wax, quicksilver, ground spices and 
spirits of turpentine. A detailed com- 
parison of the imports and exports for 
the eleven months in both years is 
given in the appended table.

OBITUARY. 





JAMES 8. KIRK. 

The death of Mr, James 8, Kirk, the soap 
manufacturer, on June 21 at Chicago, was 
great surprise to the trade. Although Mr. 
Kirk has not been what might be termed & 
visitor among the wholesale trade for a num- 
ber of years, yet all held a kindly regard and 
admiration for the man who had built up {2 
this city such a magnificent establishment 8 
that known as James 8. Kirk & Co. He wasé 
representative American, and in those two 
words lie the grandest of heart throbs. A m4, 
open hearted; a Christian of deeds; 4 hueband 
and kind father, self sacrificing and constant. A 
man who loved his home and “his boys” more 
than all else. Briefly said, such a mao was 
James 8, Kirk. Mr. Kirk was born at Glasgow 
Scotland, Sept. 11, 1818, His futher was a sbip- 
builder, but desirous of knowing more abou 
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the new country beyond the Atlantic, he 
moved to Montreal, Canada, while James 8S. 
Kirk was yet an infant. After his arrival in 
this country Mr. Kirk, Sr. abandoned his 
former calling and engaged in the soap busi- 
ness, and this was where Mr. Kirk gained the 
experience which later on made him one of the 
most successful, if not the most successful, in 
bis line of business in this country. 

At the age of 21, in 1839,he moved to Utica 
N Y., and it was at this place that the firm of 
James S. Kirk & Co. originated. Mr. Kirk 
formed a partnership with a Mr. Cahoun,which 
was dissolved between 1840 and 1846. He then 
formed a copartnership with Milton Jones. 
Their factory was soon after destroyed, and as 
Mr. Cahoun, his former partner, desired to sell, 
the property was purchased and the business 
continued until about 1448, when Mr. Jones 
died. A copartoersbip was soon after formed 
with Thorn & Maynard, who were also soap 
manufacturers. and the business was continued 
under the firm name of James 8, Kirk & Co. 

Jn 1860 Mr. Kirk moved to Chicago and occu- 
pied a two-story and basement building at 48 
and 60 River street. This building, in which 
the business in Chicago had its first conception, 
was only 50x80. In 1863 they were burned out, 
and the building was reconstructed into an 
office and warehouse, while the factory was es- 
tablished at the present location, on North Wa- 
terstreet The factory, as established at that 
time, was a three-story and | asement building, 
600x120, with an output of 7,000.0 pounds of 
soap, and nearly every year thereafter saw an 
increase in the factory and business, 

In the great fire of 1871 the factory was 
burned to the ground, butinseventy days after 
the fire they were rebuilt and delivering goods. 
The new building was a four-story and base- 
ment. Since that time udditions have been 
made until the factory now covers a space 
120xa60, part of which being five story aid 
basement, with a capacity of 65,000,000 to 70,- 
000,000 pounds of soap. The copartnership 
formed at Utica was continued up to 1881,when 
Thorn & Maynard’s interests were purchased, 
and their positions succeejed by four of the 
sons, namely: James A., John B., Milton W. 
and Wallace F. 

Mr. Kirk leaves a family of seven sons—all 
of whom, with the exception of the youngest, 
who is attending school, take an active interest 
in the business—and one daughter, who is 
married and lives near the family home at 
Evanston, Mr. Kirk had not given his entire 
attention to the business for nearly thirteen 
years, the work of carrying on the business 
devolving upon his sons.

the United States gold dollar as the standard.

Workmen 
are making tours along the line, listening to 
the oil as it passes through the pipe and are 
also examining the collars, etc. Last night 
the pump at Ewing’s was pushing out oil at the 
rate ef only 275 barrels aun hour under 800 
pounds pressure, while it skould have traveled 
in a much Jarger stream.— Pittsburg Com. Gaz 


The Red Valley section has dropped almost 
beyond recognition and the work accomplished 
is comparatively light and the indications for 
July will be less interesting than on former oc- 
casions. Judd & Co. brought in their mystery 
ebout two weeks ago and it is estimated to be 
good for about 5 barrels. The Bartlett & Co. 
well, located half a mile in advance of devel- 
opments, was completed and proved a failure.

Messrs. C. H. Andrews, Upson A. Andrews 
and O. P. Shaffer, of Youngstown, O , recently 
leased a large tract of iand in the Sheffield (Pa.) 
district and have been engaged in drilling. Last 
week ata depth of 1,100 feet they struck an 
immense gasser just as the drill went through 
tbe crust of the sand. The drillers barely had 
time to extinguish the fire in the forge and 
under the builers when the gas cume whistling 
up with terrific force. This isthe largest gas- 
ser struck in that locality and arrangements 
are being mude by the owners t9 build a pipe- 
line to Youngstown.

The Standard’s New Scheme. 

“The Standard Oil Company has struck a new 
scheme,” was the remark of a well-known oil 
man last week. Upon beiny asked for specifi- 
cations he continued: “Well, they have struck 
an idea in the way of preventing European oil 
dealers from palming off an inferior quality of 
oil as Standard oil. You know that the greater 
part of oil shipped by the Standard Vil Com- 
pany to European ports goes in large tin cases. 
For a number of years the dealers on that side 
of the water have been filling up these old cans 
with an inferior quality of oil and palming it 
off on their customers as the best grade of 
Standard oil. They have hit upon an ingenious 
device to avoid this fraud, andit is in the shape 
of an oil can which cannot be used a second 
time, or refilled. The oil has to be removed by 
a pump arrangement, and when once empty it 
cannot be refilled without almost entirely de- 
molishing the can. The idea is that of a 
Brooklyn man named Chinnock, and the 
Standard gave him $20,000 for his patent.’’—

The first buildings were erected near the new 
railway cutting that runs through that part of 
the well-knowa suburb of Shinagawa, that was 
reserved as the right of the foreign legations, 
and atthe rear of the hill called “Ten Thou- 
sand Pine Trees Hill,”’on which stands the 
temple, “Eastern Ocean Shrine.”’

Such is the little fish 
scopelus that has a flaming light upon its 
head like that of a locomotive, while along its 
sides are numerous spots that gleam and flash 
asthe fish darts along, giving the impression 
that the little creature has a fierey interior, 
these spots being port-holes through which the

Oil Producers Satisfied with Small 
Margins.

Washingten’s Star Waning. 

The surprise presented by the Washington 
district during June, says the Bradford Era, 
while it was expected, there are not many who 
thirty days ago predicted what has come to 
pass in so short a time, and while a heavy cloud 
ouerhung the producing sky in the closing 
days of May and the opening days of June, it 
did not admit many rays of light that would 
indicate a better price for crude; but however 
dark the cloud appeared, it did not discourage 
the old operators, as they have seen Cherry 
Grove, Thorn Creek and Balltown come forth 
with their rivers of crude oil, but where are 
they at the present writing’ Gone forever, as 
Washington, the great, must and is going, as 
the production to-day, compared with that of 


, June 1, willshow. From the seven wells com- 


pleted im June they produced the enormous 
amount of 4,545 barrels. Tio-day we have 2,658 
barrels new production from six wells, and 
when taken into consideration that the wells 
completed during the month that has passed 
and gone forevermore started out larger than 
did those finished the previous month, the de- 
cline can be accepted as greater than repre- 
sented in these figures, 
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The Rapid March of Cottonseed Oil. 


Oleomargarine now bids fair, according to 
the newest reports, to be driven out ef the mar 
ket, not by the action of Congress, the State 
Legislature or the courts, but by the natural 
laws of trade, says an exchange. According to 
this authority cottonseed oll seems destined to 
become its master, and in addition to take the 
place which was formerly assigned to lard, 
The theory is that the cotton crop of the South 
is much larger than before the war. Then it 
reached three or tour million bales, now it is 
always beyond five millions and sometimes 
closely approximates seven millions. Until 
within a few years thesole return of the planter 
was from the cotton wool, the rest of the 
growth being useless. The improvements of 
science and mechanics have now, however, en- 
abled a clear, transparent oil to be extracted 
from the seeds, which is odorless and tasteless, 
but can be utilized for every culipary purpose. 
It bas been used for adulteration of oleomar- 
garine and of refined lard. In the South jars 
of it are kept on hand for frying and for short- 
ening, and soap manufacturers have begun 
using it largely in place of tallow. The latter 
commodity has now fallen to an unexampled 
low price and lard apd the other animal fats 
are also depressed. Cottonseed oil is much 
cheaper than any of the other articles and it is 
now beginning to produce an impression upoa 
oleomargarine.

The Macksburg Field Daring June, 


Macksburg is not represented in the tables, 
and the figures herein contained are inde- 
pendent of the regular statistical history. 
There were 19 wells finished with 345 barrels 
new production, 17 drilling wells and 10 rigs up 
and building. Three dry holes and the W. G. 
Decker well on the Dutton farm is abandoned 
on account of stuck tools. The dry holes are all 
Jocated weet of Macksburg, shutting the gate 
for an outlet in that direction, and it has long 
ago been shut off in all others. There is alsoa 
circle of dry holes around the shallow pool on 
the Wickens farm. The wells drilled by tho 
Stafford Oil Company, on the Robinson farm, 
Elk township, Noble county, found 32 feet of 
sand at a depth of 1,318 feet,and drilled through 
it Wednesday night; it has filled up 400 feet 
with 44% gravity oil. This well found no salt 
sand and the sand in which this oil was found 
is 100 feet below where the bottom of the salt 
sand would be. This is supposed to be a stray 
sand, though it was found in the Steed well 
drilled last fall, three-quarters of a mile north- 
west, and showed considerable gas.— Derrick, 
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Window Glass Stock. 

The stock of window glass in manufactu- 
rers’ hands June Ist, according to President 
Bodine’s report, was 697,660 fifty-feet boxes, 
and it is safe to assume that present stocks are 
but a fraction over 700,000 boxes, a very large 
proportion of which consists of unsaleable 
sizes, or glass not immediately marketable. 
The imports for the eleven months ending May 
1, 1886, were 854,894 boxes, or 42,055 boxes less 
than for the corresponding period in 1885. 

There were in operation January 1, 1886, 892 
pots against 786 June 1, with considerable fiuc- 
tuation in production between above dates. 
But the 106 pots which have ceased operation 
since January 1, would have augmented stocks 
only a trifle over 200,000 boxes, and hence the 
following figures from President Bodine’s re- 
portatthe Washingtun, D. C. meeting of the 
manufacturers January 19, 1886, are interest- 
ing: 

It consumption for the ensuing six months 
isthe same as for the last six months—1,100,000 
boxes, and if furnaces continue as now run- 
ning, produce to June 30, 1886, 1,900.00 boxes, 
it will leave asurplus above consumption of 
800,000 baxes, to be added to present stock, 
making the total stock July 1, 1886, 1,250,000 
boxes, an excess of 400,000 boxes beyond any 
previous July. except the last.and 400.000 boxes 
greater than the enormous stock last July.” 

In other words there isaclear difference of 
350,000 boxes less than the pre-identical esti- 
mate. But then what isa trifle hke a million 
boxes of glars anyhow when one is tossing 
thousands of tons and millions of boxes around 
at random.—Am. Glas; Worker.

A Natural Petroleum Refinery. 


The far West has a reputation for “big 
stories” of all kinds and descriptions, but it has 
not been untila very recent period that any- 
thing could be put together that would outdo 
the best efforts of Pennsylvania and Ohio oil 
producers. Thu Cheyeune Leader comes to the 
front with the following account of discoveries 
of an exploring party in the Gro Ventre Valley 
which is certainly remarkable, even as a story: 

“Entering through a crevice between two gi- 
gantic rocks, the explorers found themselves 
inacircular basin 800 feet in circumference 
and lofty in height. The floor of this basin was 
&sregularly paved with broad flagging as if 
done by the hand of man. From three parts of 
the basin arose a thin, bluish vapor, spreading 
through the underground chamber a close, oil- 
like smell. On investigation this vepor was 
found to arise from deep seams in the rocky 
floor. One of the parties produced a long cord 
and, attaching to it a small stone, attempted to 
gauge the depth of these seams. No bottom 
Could be reached, however. On the stoue being 
withdrawn it was in every instance found to be 
Covered with yellow sticky matter of glue like 
Consistency, strongly impregnated with a pe- 
troleum odor. One of the party stumbled ona 
Second opening, and this lead to a third and 
Smaller chamber, in the centre of which was a 
Working, bubbling oil fountain.

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Heavy Oil in Bradford, 

Many days have elapsed since a crowd of 
spectators visited a well in the old Bradford 
fleld, but yesterday was an exception to the 
rule,and knowing what this field has been 
capable of doing in the past they were eager to 
learn what was in store for Pat Kearns and M. 
B. Pierce, of the St. James Hotel. Lubricating 
oilia not entirely unknown to the Bradford 
producer, as a party named Malone drilleda 
well not 1200 feet from the ball ground’s fence 
which produced twelve barrels of lubricating 
oil for several days, and in all 300 barrels was 
taken from the well. Yesterday morning the 
boys struck a bastard sand at Kearns & Pierce’s 
well on the Island at the depth of 300 feet, and 
after drilling in the well filled up about 375 feet 
with oil. They shut down and bailed it out, 
amounting to about five barrels, of which one 
barrel was lost. The well was cleaned out dur- 
ing the afternoon and one bit run when it was 
shut down for two hours, and at 7:20 it was 
bailed out, getting fifty-five gallons, which is 
at the rate of about twelve barrels per day. 
The oilis of an amber color and will standa 
test uf 27 deg. gravity. It was the intention to 
pump the well at midnight and again at5 
o’clock this morning. It will be bailed out for 
several days and if the production holds up 
they will make necessary preparations to pump 
it.

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The New Petroleum Building Scheme 
Defeated. 

The Consolidated Stock and Petroleum Ex- 
change, in its quest for better quarters, was 
offered the building now in process of erection 
at Nos. 41, 43 and 45 Broadway, which the 
owners proposed to thoroughly equip for ex- 
change purposes if the board would take a five 
years’ lease of it at an annual rental of $110,000, 
with the option of purchasing it at any time 
during the lease for $1,500,000. The question 
of taking or refusing the offer was put to a 
vote, and all day Thursday a stream of ballots 
inclosed in little yellow envelopes poured into 
the board room, where President Charles G. 
Wilson, Vice-Presidents Frank Tack and 
Thomas J. Watson, Treasurer John Stanton, 
and Secretary R. Huben received, sorted and 
arranged them. There were two styles of tick- 


ets in use: Blue ones signifying acceptance and 


red ones rejection. Assoon as the Exchange 
adjourned for the day, Mr..A. W. Peters took 
the chair, and the work of counting the ballots 
began. Finally the official aunouncement of 
the result was given out amid a storm of 
cheers. It was 402 for and 1,070 against the 
proposition. 

The directors afterward appointed a new 
building committee to confer with the repre- 
sentatives of the Jones estate, the owners of 
the present Exchange building, with reference 
to future arrangements. It is now probable 
that the building at No. 58 Broadway will be 
rented for three years and connected with the 
present quarters. 

The amended proposition of the Jones estate 
is to lease the present buildings, Nos. 60 and 62 
Broadway, together with the corner building, 
No. 58, for the term of three years, at a rental 
of about $80,000 per annum, this amount in- 
cluding taxes. The original offer was a lease 
of twenty-one years at $95,000 a year, but the 
latter proposition is considered preferable, as 
by the expiration of the term the Exchange 
will be stronger and more able to hold its own. 
and a building in the immediate vicinity of the 
Stock Exchange will not be of so great import- 
ance. If this idea is accepted the amount to be 
expended for the improvement will be about 


$30.000.

A New Industry of Supplying Com- 
pounded Gils tor Troubled Waters. 


Nearly all the chandlers’ stores in New York 
now keep oil for sale, especially prepared for 
use in ga'es, and the dealers say that it has be- 
come ** the fashion”’ to carry oil on board ship 
for this purpose and to use it when vessels are 
threathened with storms and waves. Hence 
the number of cases in which it has been tried 
as a wave stiller have increased « dozen fold, 
and in nearly every instance the views of the 
Hydrographic Office have been vindicated and 
susta‘ned. 

Seventy five cases were reported to the office 
in 1885 where oil was used, and in every case it 
bad the desired effect. Only a small quantity 
is needed. The Thomas Melville of Baltimore 
was rescued from heavy seas by two canvas 
bags filled with oil, punctured wita a sail 
needle and allowed to drag inthe water. The 
Myrtle Holme, from Oregon to Ireland, was 
twice saved during ber yoyage by the use ofa 
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small quantity of sperm oil. The steamship 
North Anglia bad her main wheel gear torn 
away by the storm and several men washed 
overboard, but when oil was tried and the sea 
calmed. 

As before noticed, mineral oils are not as ef- 
fective as vegetable or animal ones, and the 
thicker they are the better and more effective 
in quelling the waves. Linseed oil, lard oil, fish 
oil and seal oil are to be preferred, and one bar- 
rel is enough for two or three gales. 

The discovery is a new one, more the result 
of accident than deliberation. Now that its 
value is fully recognized and the fact is known 
that oil bas this effect, itis probable that some 
better means will be found of distributing it 
over the water, and that the machinery for ap- 
plying it will be perfected. With sucb im- 
provements, it may be that the great problem 
of how to avoid storms on the ocean is solved 
and that at the expense of a few dollars for an 
oil outfit, every vessel will put to sea with little 


danger to fear from the waves.

Two Reports on Hops—Which One is 
Correct ? 


Dispatches from special correspondents of a 
paper in Otsegu county, N Y., report that the 
hop vines generally throughout that section 
are literally covered with lice from the bottom 
of the strings to the tops of the poles. Honey- 
dew is also found wherever the lice are, and 
this is fully as bad asthe vermin. So there are, 
in fact, two pests working the destruction of 
the crop. The dew isa companion of the lice, 
though there is an occasional vine on which 
only the due appears. Either isruinous. The 
extensive appearance of lice in June leaves no 
hope tor the crop, and unjess some sudden and 
unforeseen change shall occur there will be no 
hops to harvest. The leaves attacked by lice 
curl up and dry, and mold followsin the hops 
before they mature. The lice usually appear 
in August. Then the growth of hops is so far 
advanced that the vermin can do little damage. 
Reports from Southern Oneida and Madison 
counties are also to the effect that lice are so 
numerous as to threaten the total destruction 
of the hop crop, 

A Utica, New York, dispatch says: Old hop 
growers assert that never in their experience 
has the vine presented a better appearance at 
this time of year than now. But the hop farm- 
er is not happy. He profited little or nothing 
from last year’s crop. In many cases he lost 
money. At present prices the growing crop 
will cost him from four to eight cents more 
than it willcome to. The hope that prices will 
improve, and the chance that disaster may 
come to the crop abroad and on the Pacific, 
restrain him from abandoning his hop yards. 
If tbese hopes and chances are not realized 
ruin will be the portion of a good many hop 
growers in these counties. Those thus men- 
aced are men who, encouraged by thw high 
prices of 1882 and 1883, bought farms on credit, 
trusting to hops to pay for them in a brief 
time. Instances are not rare in which nothing 
has been paid on such purchases, and ‘ow 
prices this year mean the loss of farms. The 
veterans in the business, who have their farms 
paid for and a good balance in bank, are serene, 
confident that there is nothing better than 
hops in the long run.

“Burnt” Umber Deposits Alleged to 
be Discovered in Pennsylvania. 


A telegram from New Castle, Pa., says: About 
one week ago Mr. Frank Bowman and Mr. 
Elliot, of this city, while rambling through the 
county, found a piece of petrified moss which 
excited,their curiosity and set them to thinking 
of the wonders of the geological formations,and 
to the closer scrutiny of the surrounding parti- 
cles, While thus scrutinizing they discovered an 
immense vein of what seems to be burnt umber. 
The vein, they say, is 10 feet high and 12 feet 
wide, and extends in one direction fully 35 feet. 
The depth could not be ascertained, though a 
stick three feet long was penetrated into the 
earth with ease. A large sample was brought 
to this city and submitted to a chemical analysis 
by several druggists, and was pronounced to be 
burnt umber. A portion wasthen handed to 
Mr, J. Scbafenocker, who has had lung experi- 
ience in handling and preparing paints, and he 
submitted it to a process in which it was dried, 
powdered and mixed with oil. After staining 
several boards he pronounced it the finest 
umber he had ever handled. 

The gentlemen say that they have unques- 
tionably struck a bonanza, and think that the 
find is worth thousands of dollars. They say it 
is so close to the city that one horse could haul 
several loadsin aday. A sample of the earth, 
both in the crude and manufactured state, has 
been given an expert chemist for analysis by 
your correspondent, and the result of his in 
vestigation will be sent you as soon as made. 
Mr. Bowman is an old cit‘zen of this place, and 
no one doubts bis storv. Old resiaents of this 
section, who have learned of the diecovery, 
express no surprise, claiming that there has 
long existed a beliet that other valuable min- 
erals than coal! and oil would be found in this 
section, and many of them express belief that a 
lead mine exists between this city and Beaver’ 
near the banks of the Beaver river. This pre- 
sumption is oased upon a historic fact that In- 
dians who inhabited this region journeyed to 
some place in that vicinity to procure lead fot 
arrow heads. The fact that the arrow heads 
were made of lead is verified by the many spec- 
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imens found throughout the region. Mr. Bow- 
man is of opinion that the umber was burned 
by some volcanic action. The mineral has the 
appearance of umber after having been ex~- 
posed to an intense heat.

Sunflower Oil. 


Mr. Charles Halleck has furnished an ex- 
change with some interesting information 
touching the results of a series of experiments 
conducted by him looking to the extraction of 
oil from sunflower seeds. Having to fill a con- 
tract for a certain line of canned goods into 
which cottonseed oil enters as an ingredient, 
and knowing of the success which had attended 
sunflower culture in Russia, India and China, 
Mr. Halleck was induced to enter upon his ex- 
perimental investigations. The first difficulty 
he encountered was in procuring reliable in- 
formation relative to the conduct of the indus- 
try in countries where sunflower seed oil has 
become a recognized article of commerce. The 
plant is cultivated here only by a few country 
housewives, either for fattening poultry or on 
account of its supposed value in warding off 
malaria. An application to the Commissioner 
of Agriculture elicited nothing of value; the 
inquirer was informed that the department 
had but little information and few seeds, and 
was referred to the private florists and seed- 
men. Inquiries among these tradesmen proved 
aa fruitless as had those addressed to the Com- 
missioner, and Mr. Halleck had recourse to Dr. 
W. F. De Niedman, a native of Russia, at pree- 
ent connected with the Botanical Gardens at 
Washington, D. C. From the latter gentleman 
he received some valuable information regard- 
ing sunflower culture in Russia, which is here- 
with given. 

The variety of the plant grown in Russia is 
the grandiflora. It grows in one slender stalk, 
five feet high, producing one monstrous head, 
A good, warm summer is required to bring the 
flower to perfection; the climate of Minnesota 
closely resembles that of southwestern Russia, 
where the cultivation of the plant is extensive- 
ly conducted. The sunflower is exceedingly 
exhaustive to the soil, and after two crops the 
land is allowed to rest. Time has been found 
to be the best manure. The seeds constitute, 
of course, the most valuable portion of the 
crop, whose yield is about fifty bushels to the 
acre, but every portion of the plant is utilized. 
The leaves are used for fodder, and when 
steeped in strong tobacco water so closely re- 
semble in color, texture anc smell those of the 
tobacco plant, that they hive been known to 
be used to adulterate the tobacco of commerce. 
The stalks are prized as fuel, and their ashes 
are readily sold to soap makers on account of 
their richness In soda. On small planta- 
tions the heads of the plants when full 
ripe, are cut with knives, the stalks. be- 
ing left standing that they may become 
more thorvughly dried; but where the cultiva- 
tion is carried on on au extensive scale sickles 
are used, the stalks are cut close to the ground, 
and both stalk and tiowers left on the ground 
for abouta week. In the former case, the 
heads are in sma)! piles and, according to the 
weather, dried either in the sun or in sheds, 
The seeds are thresked out, usually by fiails, 
After the separation of the seeds has been ac- 
complished, and they are thoroughly dried, 
they are hulled. To accomplish this, specially 
constructed mills or grindstones are used; a 
fan is commonly attached, and the motive 
power is a pair of horses. That the manufac- 
ture in Russia is found to beasource of profit is 
shown by the fact that sunflower cultivation is 
conetantly increasing. The Amount of seed 
needed for planting is about the same in 
measure, as of corn. 

Cold pressure has been found to extract the 
first and best oil, Tne crude oil is refined, but 
seldom (if ever) boiled. Latterly, the process 
employed in this oconntry in the refine- 
ment of cottonseed oil has been adopted 
to some extent. The product is largely 
used in Russia as a_ substitute for 
olive oil, both for culinary and other purposes, 
and is pronounced excellent, although ita taste 
is peculiar, Itissaid that it has never been 
known to become rancid. Mr. Halieck ex- 
presses himself as well satisfied with the result 
of his own experiments. Heisof the opinion 
that he would have obtained still better results 
bad not some of the seed used by him been of 


the variety known as the ordinary American 
multifiora, which had been, without his knowl- 
edge, mixed with the Russian grandiflora seed 
which he had ordered. He says that the oil 
which be obtained was “bright, transparent, 
limpid, of a pale straw color and pleasant to 
the taste.” It showed no rancidity after an 
exposure for more than a year to an atmos- 

bere varying from to 150 deg. Fahrenheit, 

t is also worthy of note that oil of this descrip 
tion is saié to equal linseed as a drying oil.

Drugs and Chemicals at the Colonial 
and Indian Exhibition. 


BRITISH GUIANA. 

The exhibits of this colony, although occupy- 
ing a very limited area, are of cxceptional in- 
terest to the pharmacist. As we enter the 
Guiana court from the West Indian section, 
the first objects attracting attention are two 
figures of American Indians of the Arecuna 
and Macooai tribes, who, in scanty attire, but 
with elaborate ornamentation, are executing a 
war-dance. Turning to the right we are at 
once in the middle of an exhibit of the highest 
pharmaceutical! interest, consisting of some 130 
samples of gums, olls, and barxs indigenous to 
the colony. It is a pity that no greater care has 
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been bestowed upon the classification of these 
specimens; many are without any reference 
number, and in some cases the numbers do not 
tally with those of the special catalogue. Sev- 
eral exhibitors have sent samples of gum ani- 
mi, or locust gum, as it is called, from the fact 
that itis found in the neighborhood of the 
roots of the locust tree. Some of this animi- 
gum is not superior to that which may reguy 
larly be met with in the London drug sales; but 
there are one or two pieces of quite exceptional 
size and weight. It is interesting to notice the 
primitive manner in which the gum is brought 
to market trom the interior, the packing con- 
sisting simply of a few leaves rudely twined, 
and kept together by fibre. Next to the 
gum are exposed several samples 
of india rubber, partly in balls, partly shaped 
in rude imitations of cups and saucers. Balata 
gum is well represented; it is the dried juice of 
the bark of the Mimusops balata, belonging to 
the order Sapotacere. When worked it appears 
in rolled sheets of buff color, but it may also 
be seen in its crude state, a heavy, rather soft- 
ishlump. The gum is said to combine the 
properties of india rubber and gutta-percha, 
anda card informs visitors that ‘it has been 
called the best gum inthe world.’”’ There are 
also wood, leaves and milk of the balata—the 
latter a thick, greenish-white substance. This 
balata is the concrete milky juice of the Mimu- 
sops globosa, a tall forest tree, attaining some- 
times a height of 120 feet, and found in some of 
the West Indian islands, in Venezuela andin 
Guiana. So far balata has not been largely 
used in commerce, It is very durable and does 
not stretch through tension, being therefore 
especially adapted for machine belts, &c. Un- 
fortunately the collection as now conducted 
must tend to diminish the number of trees 
through over tapping, The incense tree yields py 
incision a resin, called Hyawa gum, of unsightly 
appearance and faint odor. It is found in 
grey or blackish spongy pieces, somewhat re- 
rembling pumicestone in their porosity. Of 
isinglass there are several samples; one repre- 
senting the article as it is generally sold in our 
market, while others show the best quality cut 
in fine white sheets. A dark orauge liquid, 
which has deposited about 40 per ent sediment 
is acuyuri oil, derived from the fruit of the 
Astrocaryon aculeatum., while crab oil, a solid 
dark or yellowish grease, expressed from the 
seeds of Carapa cuyanensis, is used as a bair oi! 
by the native indians. Next to this isshowna 
large assortment of cocoanuts in bunch and 
loose, and in various other states, showing the 
copra and the cocoanut fibre. Of quassia wood 
there is a branch over six feet in lengthand also 
some smaller pieces. The exhibit include a col- 
lection of medicinal and tanning barks, most 
of which, though quite unknown to medicine 
in this country,are held in high repute in 
Guiana. Among these are etaballa bark, in 
dark brown or grey quill of bitter . .. te, which 
is used as an infusion for sore eyes; arisaro 
bark, reputed poisonous, a thin, soft, and 
spongy bark. The ccrky part does not appear 
to be used, but the inner bark is scraped and 
used against ringworm. The Kakara bush- 
rope is still wrapped up in paper, but itis 
stated that a decoction of this bark is uscd as 
dressing for ulcers. Dacama bark, aromata, 
and dally answer similar purposes. Decoction 
of ecanna bush-rope is a Guiana remedy for 
whooping cough. while that of touraneiro is 
used as a lotion in cases of smallpox. 

Of the drugs which are well known in this 
market, we would mention Tonquin beans, of 
which there are some fine bold specimens of the 
variety known as Surinam beans in Mincing 
lane; one bottle contains beans in shell, show- 
ing the manner in which the drug grows, 
embedded in its rough, grey-colored pod. A 
magnificent specimen ot Simaruba bark is 
exhibited, and also a good sample of the green- 
heart bark. The fruit of the same tree (Nec- 
tandra Rodicei), also exhibited, is employed for 
the same purpose as the bark, viz., us a febri- 
fuge, and chiefly for the preparation of 
biberine salts. Bordering, and in fact more or 
less intermixed with the drug section, are the 
food products, among which cocoa, cassava 
and coffee occupy prominent places; but honey, 
lime juice, preserved ginger and tamarinds 
may also be mentioned. We next pass the 
fruits and other vegetable productions, in- 
cluding the papaw, and some large specimens 
of Anacardium occidentale. Tanning barks 
are well represented; there is the scradda, in 
hard, close-grained quills, red-brown outside, 
black inside; the Cournbury, smooth, hard, 
close-grained quill of speckled, reddish exter- 
jor, and finally a bundle described as a 
collection of tanning barks. The barks called 
darkuma and mora bouquet especially seem 
to show excellent tanning properties; they 
have a fair percentage of tannin, and it is 
claimed that the leather they yield, particularly 
the “mora bouquet,” is exceptionally light- 
colored, The remainder of the Guiana exhibite 
consist mainly of sugar, rum, fibres and tim- 
ber. There is the wood of the Simiri, or lo- 
cust tree, the same under whose roots the 
animi gum is found, a beautiful streaked 
brownish wood, the Kumara, of which the 
Tonquin bean is the fruit, a tree very plentiful 
along the Essequibo river, and attaining a 
height of about 90 feet, Simaruba wood is 
also common in the colony, and extensively 
used for building purposes. Greenheart is a 
very useful wood; the large liquor and still 
vate at the exit of the court are made of it. 


THE WEST INDIAN ISLANDS. 
From the British Guiana Court we enter the 


gallery devoted to the West Indian Islandes 
which is one of the brightest and most artistic- 
ally arranged in the “Colinderies,” gay with 
colored banners, and worthily representing 
those ‘‘sunoy isles, yonder in the western deep, 
where the sun forever smiles.” 
TRINIDAD 

is the first island which claims our attention. 
At the entrance of its court are placed a fine 
fruit-bearing ananas plant and a cocoa tree, 
about eight feet in height. The latter, unfor- 
tunately, shows sigtis of decay. 

Upon a stand, nicely decorated with polished 
specimens of cedar wood,are exposed blocks of 
purified asphalt, the produce of the pitch Jake, 
“La Brea,” This lake—a remarkable feature 
of the island—covers some 90 acres; an idea of 
its appearance may be gathered from drawings 
on the walls of the court. Passing under an 
arch tastefully decorated with cocoa fruit, we 
approach the cocoa exhibits of the colony, of a 
number and variety suitable to the importance 
of this industry- the second largest of the is- 
land—and to which an area of nearly 20,000 
acres 1s devoted. Trinidad cocoa is very highly 
esteemed in the London market, and the best 
varieties—so-called caracas cured—command a 
higher price than any other cocoa. Besides 
different samples of cocoa beans, cr rather 
seeds, there is a model of a cocoa drying house, 

Mr. Marcelline Votor hag sent a smail creole 
vanilla plant, bearing about ten beans. The 
plant, however, bas not been able to withstand 
the shock of transplantation, and is in a dying 
condition. Its fruit cannot be compared to 
those imported from Mauritius. The “native” 
castor oil forwarded by Mr. J. P. Ardila is not 
at all like that generally seen in the market, so 
far as outward appearance is concerned; it is a 
turbid, pale orange-brown. thickish liquid, 
perhaps extracted from seeds which had been 
previously roasted. Bold uncut ginger is ex- 
hibited bp the convict depot, and specimens of 
the West Indian cashew-nut (Anacardium 
occidentale, L.), by Mr. N. R. Dammett. Cas- 
tor oil seeds, both of the large West Indian 
variety and of the smaller kind indigenous to 
the Old World, are shown by Messra. R. A. But- 
ler and Joseph J. Ardila. These seeds have 
become slightly mouldy. A small bottle label- 
led “Pareira Brava’ contains some ex- 
cessively thin quills. The next exhibit 
contains some fine specimens of bay leaves—an 
article for which, unfortunately, there does 
not seem to be any demand in our market at 
present, judging from the parcels which are 
frequently offered in public sale and never find 
a@ purchaser on those occasions. Gum animi 
and gum juniper are shown in the same collec- 
tion, whica also contains a sample of cube 
gambier, not inferior to that shipped from the 
East Indies, and of gum rubrum, resembling 
the drop dragon’s blood from Socotra (Dra- 
csena Ombet, Kotschy), and is perhaps the pro- 
duct of the Pterncarpus draco, L., which bas 
its habitat in the West Indies. Hog plum 
bark, red mangrove bark, wild almond bark 
and golden apple bark are said to possess tan- 
ning properties, but whether it will pay, con- 
sidering the present low prices of ali tanning 
materials, to cultivate these barks with a view 
to export, is at least doubtful. 

The same may be said regarding coca leaves. 
Two varieties of the coca plant grow wild in 
Trinidad—the Erythroxylon areolatum, of 
which the leaves are dark green, with a pro- 
nounced ellipse "> the reverse, like the Boliv- 


jan leaves, ¢.- “se E. ovatum, of which the 
leaves are’ welsh green in color, and show 
a very faint pee. Mr. Macarthy, the aasist- 
ant commuasic.«t for Trinidad, has madv ex- 


periments with the fresh leaves of these spe- 
cies, but the result so far has not been encour- 
aging. A large block of kola paste is shown, 
extracted from the nut of the Sterculia acumi- 
pata by a process discovered some years ago by 
Dr. E. Heckel, of Marseilles. 

JAMAICA, 

An aloe plant, of the variety denominated 
“Karoto” by the natives, is the first product of 
Jamaica which meets our view when entering 
the court devoted to that island. The spikes 
of the leaves, we are told, are used by the na- 
tives for the purpose of scrubbing culinary 
vessels, and the stem as amay-pole. The plant 
issaid to bloom only once in acentury, but, 
sagaciously observes the guide, judging by the 
number of biooming plants seen each year, 
this assertion “appears doubttul.”” Sugar and 
rum, the two staple products of Jamuica, are 
of course well represented; the latter in a 
large number of various descriptions and 


colors. Mr. F. B. Sturridge cumes out 
particularly strong in annatto, of which 
he sends the weed, the washings, 


the seed mixed with lard, slightly salted; annat- 
to mixed with olive oil for painting on china, 
and annatto-petroleum. The Government 
Laboratory at Kingsten exhibits the natural 
seeds, and the product denuded of its dye by 
extraction, leaving ash grey cindery seeds. A 
large table contains numerous starches and the 
usual display of tropical seeds for which the 
Weat Indian Section is noted, as well as Cassia 
fistula, which flourishes excellently in the west- 
ern tropics, where it has been introduced from 
its eastern habitat. It is said that the Cassia 
fistula trees in Jamaica attain a height of 50 
feet, whereas they only average balf that height 
in the East Indies. The powdered turmeric 
shown by the Botanical Department is rather 
dull in color, and not too clean, but the exbibit 
‘of cinchona barks sent by the erme department 
is worthy of every attention. The cinchona is 
shown in heavy druggists’ quill about 144 foot 


in length and partly beautifully mossed. There 
are the natural succirubra quill, unmossed, 
colored, and the same variety once and twice 
renewed, and becoming yelluwer in the pro- 
cess. 

The next court is occupied by the Bahama 
Islauds largely represented by sponges, shells, 
coral and simila products. 

The sponge trade is the main source of pros- 
perity tu the inhabitants of the Babamas. It 
gives employment to several thousands of per- 
sons and some hundreds of vesseis. The prin- 
cipal varieties, in order of their value, are 
known as sheep wool, white reef, abaco velvet, 
dark reef, boat, bardhead, grass, yellow and 
glove; and of some of these varieties there are 
several grades, designated by numbers, all 
being used for mechanical, surgical and toilet 
purposes. Bahama and Florida sponges are 
about equal in texture and value, but 
both are inferior to those from. the 
Mediterranean. The vessels employed in spong- 
ing are small. with crews of from six to 
twelve men. About six weeks’ provisions are 
taken on board, and they then coast along the 
banks aud reefs, where the water is shallow, 
and generaily so clear that the sponges are 
readily seen, and are brought to the surface by 
hooked poles, or sometimes by diving. When 
first brought up they are covered with a soft 
gelatinous substance as black as tar and full of 
organic life, the sponge as we know it being 
only the skeleton of the o' ganism. The day’s 
catch is spread out on the deck go as to kill] the 
mass of animal life, which, in drying, emitsa 
most unpleasant odor. Then the spongers go 
ashore and build a pen or “‘crawi’’ of stakes 
close to the water’s edge, so that the action of 
the tide may wash away the black covering, in 
which it is aided by pounding the sponges with 
sticks. When this operation is completed the 
sponges are strung upon small palmetto 
strips, three or four to a strip, which is called 
“s bead,” then they are taken to Nassau to be 
sold in the sponge market under certain con- 
ditions and regulations, nobody being allowed 
to sell his cargo otherwise than through this 
sponge exchange. At the conclusiun of the 
sale the sponges are taken are taken to the 
packing yard, where they are sorted, clipped, 
soaked in tubs of lime water and spread out to 
dry in the sun. They are then pressed by 
machinery into bales, containing 100 Ibs, and in 
this state are shipped to E igland or the United 
States, which of late years has become almost 
the largest customer for Bahama sponges. The 
export has been gradually increasing, for 
whereas in 1874 it only represented £16,000, last 
year it amounted to £53,000—Chemst and 
Dru, git. 





Oil Report for June. 


Three hundred and sixty-five wells were com- 
pleted in the oil region in June, including 53 
dry holes. The new production, tays the 
Petrowum Ag:, is estimated at 9,151 barrels. 
These figures show an iucrease of 14 new wells 
and a decrease of 2437 bbisin new production. 
The new work under wa. comprises 197 rigs 
and 403 drilliog wells. The oid rigs number j4s. 
The new rigs are 11 more, the old rigs 6 more, 
and the drilling wells 4 less than during May. 
The total increase in field operations is 13. 


BRADFORD AND ALLEGHANY, 

Bradford and Allegbuny stow another drop 
in fleld operations, aud supply a few pointers 
for the trade, which is more than offset by in- 
creased activity in the outside field. Kinzua 
Village affords little that is interesting. An- 
other ten-barrel weil bas been completed west 
of the river, and the operators in that section 
are figuring for a new pool on that side. The 
Anchor Oil Co. found a duster in the Morrison 
lands,and a trace of smail wells were com- 
pleted on the flats, inside the old develop- 
ment. 

CLARENDON. 

Clarendoo and Lima are accive only in spots. 
South of Lima, the territory in the vicinity of 
lot 284, is still attracting considerable attention. 
Captain Barnum has another wildcat near the 
sand, on the northwest corner of lot 444, in 
Pleasant Township. A small wel was struck 
by Mager & King on the Sechrist lands, directly 
south of Warren Village. 

A complete shut-down has been inaugurated 
in the Cooper district, where nut a single well 
is drilling at the present time. Two dry holes 
southwest of Balitown furnish additional evi- 
dence as tothe narrowness of the jately-dis- 
covered extension to the Balitown fleld. Noah 
Clark keeps one string of touls busy on the 
northeast. But for Kane and Grand Valley the 
Middle Field would present a picture very simi- 
lar in general features to that of Bradford and 
Alleghany. 

THE KANE FIELD WANING. 

The interest that characterized operations at 
Kane is fast waniog with the lessening possi- 
bilities of new discoveries that wiil add any- 
thing to its presentextent. The failure of the 
Porter & Gilmor well in the southeast corner of 
lot 418, helps mark the line more distinctly on 
the west. 8. P. Boyer & Co. are getting some 
25 barrel wells along the south line of lot 360, 
east of Stone’s failure on 379, but the calibre of 
the wells shows that the limits on the north are 
rapidly being neared. The Rathbun well on 
the southwest corner of lot 382, though shut 
down in the sand, and boarded up, 18 considered 
little if any better than a ten-barrel producer. 
The Boston Oil Company is drilling three wells 
on lot 344. 

There is a large area of small territory as yet 


undrilled north and east of. 880, and east of 
which with the liberal use of nitro glycerine, 
willhelp to sustain the average yield of the 
field and keep a number of drillers busy during 
the remainder ofthe summer, The average of 
the wells struck in June is smaller than those 
of May, as the heart of the territory ig already 
drilled and the fresh production rapidly settles 
to the level of the older wells, 

Fifty-three wells were completed at Kane in 
June as against 53 in May, and the new opera. 
tions are just as large at the close of June as at 
theend of May. Nitro-glycerine has yet to 
play an important part in sustaining the pro- 
duction of this field, and it will probably be 
several months before the total yield of the 
field will fall below 5,000 barrels a day. 


GRAND VALLEY. 

There is no prospect of an immediate let up 
to operations in the Grand Valley distrigt, 
The territory on the west and southwest hag 
been widened out and a large area is in sight 
that will afford wells of the ten or twelve-bar. 
relorder. A number of dry holes have been 
drilled between Grand Valley and the olq 
Triumph development. The efforts to extend 
the second sand development on the Spring 
Creek road west of Grand valley have not been 
attended with success. Forty-nine wells were 
completed at Grand Valley in June and 8of 
them were dusters, On the last of the month 
30 rigs were up and building and 32 wells drij- 
ing, as compared with 24 rigs and 31 drilling 
wells at the end of May. 

VENANGO. 

The strike of Canning & Goettell June 1, on 
the Judge McCalmont farm, one snile north- 
west of the older operations at Tarkill, proved 
a complete surprise to its owners as well ag 
every one else at all familiar with this district, 
This well started at above 200 barrels; The 
next well—that of Taylor, Torrey & Murphy, 
on the Geo. Hill farm—reached the sand June 
22, and started at 15 barrels per hour. Clark & 
Foster’s well in close proximity to the two 
wells mentioned above, is of much smaller cal. 
ibre, but it is altogether probable that several 
very Jarge we'is will be found during the com. 
ing month in this end of the Tarkill field. 


Ths Canning strike started afresh the Tarkili 
excitement, and in the last of the month over 
forty rigs and drilling wells will be under way, 
Nothing of interest is tu be recorded at Red 
Valley, where active operations have dwindled 
down toa couple of drilling wells and oneor 
two old rigs. At Nicklevill, 344 miles northeast 
of Red Valley, a fifteen-barrel well has proved 
the incentive for more prospecting, and a half- 
dozen wells have been started. These sma!) 
outlying fields increase Venango county's 
totals of new work under way June 30 to as 
compared with 70 for the 31 of May. 


BUTLER AND ARMSTRONG. 

The abandoned territory at the southeast 
end of the Thorn Creek pool is attracting the 
attention of a few operators since the comple- 
tion of several wells ranging in size between 40 
and 50 barrels. The Phillips well on the Girard 
farm has been reported to the trade as located 
onthe Maharg farm and good for 100 barrels, 
Its production is between 40 and 50 barrels, 
McBride & Campbell finished a well on the Bur- 
ton farm on the south side of Thorn Creek 
which is quite as large as the Phillips well. The 
Dennison & Fleegler well on the Miller farm, 
and the Thompson, Brown & Hovis well (or 
Trantman Oil Co.) on the Murtland farm were 
completed early in June, about half a mile 
south of developments in the Ort district, are 
the cause of the increase in operations in 
that section this month The former is pump- 
ing 175 barrels daily and the latter 50. 

Showalter Bros. & Hartman are drilling an 
important well 400 rods south of the Murtland 
farm wel!, on the Church lot, and Brady & 
Simpson have a well in the sand on the Boyle 
farm, $00 rods south of the producing wells 
which is mystified, but which is reported to 
have made a showing of oil. On the dthof 
June the 70 wells, old and new, in the Ort dis- 
trict had a total production of about 3,500 bar- 
rels datly. 

SHOUSTOWN. 

More than half the whole number of wells 
completed in June, along the Ohio River be- 
tween Pittsburg and Smith’s Ferry, were fall- 
ures. Of the 20 finished wells, 12 were dusters, 
The output of the productive wells is 206 bar- 
rels. In the Shoustown field 8 wells were added 
to the finished list and 4 were dry. The Rac 
coon Oil Co’s well on the Stevenson heirs’ 
farm is located about 100 rods north of a belt- 
line through the best producing wells, and it 
started above 150 barrels. The beltat this point 
evidently drifts northward. The drilling of the 
past month has condemned a large amount of 
prospective territory. Two wells southwest of 
Legionville by Gailey Bros. and the Economites 
were failures. The country between Mt. Nebo 
and the Ohio River is being thoroughly tested 
for oil. : 
WASHINGTON. 

A canvass of the Washington field shows prac- 
tically no change in the volume of new work. 
At the close of June there were 11 new rigs and 
7 old ones 77 wells drilling, a total of 95, against 
92 at the end of May. Thirteen new wells were 
added to the list in June, and of this number? 
were producers of oil, while the remaining 6 
are either gas wellsor dry holes. The Vander- 
grift No. 2,on the Hall farm, leaves the

Commercial Shark Oil.*

My attention has been recently directed to 
the very anomalous characters of the oils 
kuown in commerce as shark oil, sharkliver vil 
and African fish oil. African fish oil is, I be- 
lieve, a name given to a variety of oil yielded 
by & species of shark caught off the coast of 
Africa, while the term “shark oil” is ordinarily 
&Mere abbreviation of sharkliver oil, as the 
Commercial article ig presumably derived from 
the liver of the shark, although other parts of 
the fish are admittedly capable of yielding oil. 

The great peculiarity commonly attributed 
toshark oi! is its extreme low density. Thus, 
all the liquid glycerides known to occur natu- 
rally have a density at the ordinary tempera- 
ture ranging from 912 to 970, or if castor oil and 
ite allies be excluded the highest observed den- 
sity of a natural glyceride is about 940. These 

exclude the oils from the sperm whale 
and the bottle-nose whale, as these products 
have been shown not to be glycerides, but to 
Consist essentially of the oleic ethers of higher 
monotomic alcohols.

oil is a product of very low density. This 
statement is met with in “Spon'’s Enoyclopx- 
dia,” page 1,371; and in the edition of “Mus- 
pratt’s Chemistry,” edited by Vincent, vol. I, 
page 479, shark oil is stated to be light yellow, 
of specific gravity ranging from .870 to .876,and 
to have been found by Roynolds from a partial 
examination to consist of glycerine, a peculiar 
oleic acid very rich in carbon, and another un- 
defined liquid oil. Leading sperm oil importers 
of the kingdom, to whom I have applied for 
information on the subject,agree in stating the 
oil to havea very lew density, ranging from 
860 to 870. The same oi! of low density is known 
in ;America, for Mr. C. M. Stillwell, of New 
York, communicated to me the figure 844 as 
that of the density of shark cil. 

The remarkably low denaity of shark oil at- 
tracted my attention some years since, and led 
me to imagine that the oil might oave a consti- 
tution similar to that of sperm and bottle-nose 
ois. In a paper read by me before the 
Society of Chemical Industry (Jcurual, 
Vol. IL, page 53) I stated that I was not 
then prepared to say anything definite re- 
specting it, for the simple reason that 
it had resisted every attempt to saponify it. 
I tried to effect its decomposition by aqueous 
potash, by a solution of potash in absolute al- 
cohol, by heating it with solid potash to 200 
deg. C, and by treatment with moderately 
strong sulphuric acid. In some cases, the ex- 
periments were made under the ordinary at- 
mospheric pressure and in other cases in sealed 
tubes at temperatures varying from 100 deg. to 
150 deg. C. At that time my experience was 
limited to three or four samples of shark oil, 
and in no case did I tnd it to yield leas than 80 
per cent. of unssaponifiable matter to ether. 
The amount of samples at my disposal at that 
time did not allow of my making a satisfactory 
examination of the nature of the unsapunifia- 
ble matter, and the subject remained in abey- 
ance till comparatively recently, but mean- 
while I had examined a sample of sbark liver 
oil exhibited in the Health Exhibition, which 
had a specific gravity of 869.2, and yielded after 
saponification 80.8 per cent. of matter soluble 
in ether. 

The first instance in which I have noticed a 
record of shark oil of a density similar to that 
of the ordinary glycerides occurs in a paper by 
Mills and Akitt (Jour. S-e. Chem. Ind., vol, iti, 
p. 367) in which a density of 929.3 was observed. 

I have recently examined a number of speci- 
mens of shark-liver oil. which I have every 
reason to believe to be genuine. Whilst 
throwing doubt on older statements, my re- 
sults show that shark oil is peculiar in yield- 
ing a very notable proportion of unsaponifiable 
matter, consisting in great part of cholesterin. 
If the sample be saponified with alcoholic pot- 
ash in the usual way, the alcohol boiled off, and 
the aqueous solution of the soap agitated with 
ether. the separated ethereal layer leaves on 
evaporation a nearly colorless crystalline 
mass, which, if dissolved in boiling alcohol, 
depositaon cvoling abundant crystals, which 
areseen under the microscope to consist of 
plates of cholesterin, and yield the character- 
istic color reactions of that body. 

The following results were obtained in my 
laboratory by the analysis of six specimens of 
apparently genuine shark-liver oil, Samples 
Nos. 2 and 3, were from the same fish, a female 
shark caught off Norway. For these specimens, 
as for many other samples of fish oils, I am ia- 
debted to the Normal Company, Aberdeen, 
who have done much to advance the applica- 
tion of fish products. 
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With concentrated sulphurie acid, Nos. 1 and 
8 gave a reddish-brown spot with violet edges, 
the whole changing on stirring to reddish- 
brown, Nos, 3, 4, 'andéagreed in giving a 
bright violet spot, changing to blood-red on 


stirring, the whole became a magnificent violet 
color, changing rapidly to dark red and brown. 

The ether residues from these samples, vary- 
ing from 0.7 to 11.3 por cent., were highly crys- 
talline,and undoubtedly chiefly composed of 
cholesterin. Itis evident that the variations 
in the specific gravity of the samples follow 
closely the proportions of ether-residue. If 
the percentage of potash be calculated on 100 
parts of the vil actually saponified, and not on 
100 parts of the sample, including the unsap- 
onifiable matter,the proportion is found to 
range from 17.0 to 196 per cent., and the cor- 
responding saponification-equivalents from 
330 to about 282, 


By the courtesy of tre commissioner, I have 
been supplied with several samples of shark oil 
from Gambia, exhibited in the West African 
Court of the Colonial and Indian Exhibition. 
Two typical samples of shark oil from the ex- 
hibit of Mr. E. Allegre, of Bathurst, have been 
examined. No. 73 was lemon-yellow, contained 
much solid fat, and had a fishy smell. No. 260 
was dtrk brown and turbed contained little 
solid fat and had a wost offensive odor.

On the other hand the following figures have 
been obtained by the examination of samples 
of so called shark oil which were presumably 
adulerated. Sample B was the oil exhibited in 
the Health Exhibition and had been pur- 
chased by the exhibitors in consequence of my 
failure to effect saponification of shark oil, 
which property it was considered might render 
the product valuable for certain purposes: 
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An ultimate analysis of the ether-residue 
from sample B gave: Carbon, 86.62; hydrogen, 
12.62; oxygen (by difference), 0.76 per cent, No 
nitrogen was dvtected. These results approx- 
imately agree with the composition of a ter- 
pene, CieHie, Which would contain 88°23 of car- 
bon and 11°77 of hydrogen. When heated, the 
ether-residue gave no volatile matter till the 
temperature had risen about the boiling-point 
of mercury; but it then distilled regularly, giv- 
ing a product which was colorless, or nearly 
so, optically inactive, and assimilated 160 per 
cent of the bromine. The odor suggested that 
of rosin spirit. 

A further examination was also made of the 
unsaponifiable matter from sample D, which 
was from the same source as B, though differ- 
ing somewhat in density. 50c.c. of the ether- 
resiiue was distilled in a small fractionating 
flask, A-single drop of liquid distilled at 320 
deg. U., but nothing further came over below 
the temperature at which it became necessary 
to remove the thermometer. On heating the 
contents of the flask still further, the liquid be- 
gan to boil and distil with great regularity: the 
contests of the flask andthe fractions sucors- 
sively collected gradually increasing in color, 
density, and initial boiling-point, as shewa in 
the following table;

The odors of the fractions were in all cases 
more or less aromatic, some being extremely 
Powerful. The lighter fractions had an odor 
resembling geranium oil or verbena,* while 
the denser smelt and tasted like rosin oil. I 
have recorded the initial boiling points ob- 
served; but, on attempting to further frac- 
tionate the products, no distillates could be 
obtained tilla much higher temperature was 
reached, and the products of this second 
operation appeared to have undergone con- 
siderable change. Thus, the fraction boiling 
below 360 deg. C. measured 21.2 c.c., and had a 
density of 848.9, while that distilling above the 
boiling point of mercury measured 12 o.c , and 
had a density of 924.0. 

It did not seem worth while to carry the ex- 
amination of a specia! sample any further, but 
the results obtained are not without interest. 
It is inconceivable that the shark can really 
produce a bodv of which upwards of 80 per 
cent. hag all the characters of rosin oil except 
a high density. Ordinary rosin oil has a spec- 
ific gravity always exceeding 950, and more 
frequently 990. A product from rosin, having 
a density of 870, wculd have the characters of 
a rosin spirit, and would distil with consider- 
able facility. Polymerised products, obtained 
by treating terpenes with strong sulphuric 
acid, might have very high boiling points; but 
colophene is said to have a density of 940. Pe- 
troleum and shale products, having a density 
of 870, would distil much more readily than the 
ether-residues examined, and would not yield 
a distillate having the very high bromine ab- 
sorption observed. That the product is not 
natural to shark oil seems certain; but, if 
added as an adulterant, it says much for the 
ingenuity of the operator. 

From the results recorded, it appears, there~ 
fore, that two distinct kinds of shark oil are 
known. One of these is an ordinary glyceride 
often containing a very considerable propor- 
tion of cholesterine, or some choiesterylic 
ether. The other kind, if actually a natural 
product, which seems highly improbable, con- 
tains from 70 to 80 per cent. of unsaponifiable 
matter having characters which appear to con- 
neot it with the terpenes. If this variety of 
shark be factitious, it is remarkable .that the 
adulteration should have been conducted in so 
general and uniform a manner as must have 
been the case. 

I have to acknowledge the assistance of 
Messrs. H. J, Hardy and W. Barraclough, who 
have made most of the determinations recorded 
in the foregoing paper.

TUESDAY EVENING, July 6, 1886. 

For the past three days there has been practi- | 
cally nothing done in the market for paints 
and colors. Monday was, of course, a close 
holiday, and Saturday being a short day was 
devoted principally to closing the week’s busi- 
ness. To day trade had hardly gotten under 
way again when the week closed. During the 
remainder of the week business has been quiet, 
consumers buying only what they required. 
No important changes in prices have occurred 
and the market generally may be written 
steady. The season for Paris green is about 
over and this article which has been one of the 
liveliest on the list for the past two months is 
now comparatively quiet. 

White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 

Pig lead has been comparatively dull during 
the past week, but prices have been steadily 
maintained at 4 90c for common and 4 9%5e for 
refined. There have been further sales of 
Richmond at 490c, but the quantity charging 
hands could not be ascertained. Tile stock 
here now is estimated at 2,800 tons, which is in 
strong hands. More steadiness and possibly 
higher figures are looked for. Messrs Everitt 
& Post, writing from Chicago under date of 
July 3d, say: “The week has been very quiet so 
far as the local trade is concerned, but a grow- 
ing inquiry has been noticeable from outside. 
From Europe we have advices that values will 
probably be very steady, with possibly more 
firmness, owing to an increased demand from 
manufacturers and arsenals. The Chicago 
market closes very firm, sales having been 
made during the week up to475c. The nomi- 
nal quotation is 4 70c and 4 723¢c for spot. Re- 
fiaers are very firm in their ideas and in some 
cages 4 SUc is asked for August.”’ 

The past week has been a very quiet one in 
the white lead market. Buyers have about all 
the stock they require for present wants, and, 
as corroders will not sell ahead, there is little 
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begins. The market is firm the associated 
manufacturers quoting 57c in bulk 58c in bags 
and 62c in smaller quantities. No discounts or 
brokerages are allowed. 

Artificial vermilion sells slowly, in accord- 
ance with the wants of the trade. There is no 
change in quotations, which are 7@15c for the 
low grades and 18@2b5c for the finer qualities. 


American vermilion is without animation, 
the only sales we hear of being of retail 
quantities. Quotations are still 104@l1c. 

Red lead is moving with a little more brisk- 
ness, though the iutervention of a holiday has 
somewhat upset business, and the past week 
cannot be taken as a fair index of the condi- 
tion of trade. The market appears to be firm, 
and we hear of nothing offering below the 
manufacturers’ quotation, which is 6c less 
60 days, less 244 per cent. for cash in 15 days; 
freights equalized, ‘ 

Litharge remains quiet and prices are unset- 
tled, though they have not quotably changed 
since our last. The nominal price is534c, but 
large buyers will have no difficulty in getting 
their orders filled at 54¢c. 

Orange mineral does not sell, except in a 
small jobbing way to meet the current wants 
of consumers. Prices are steadily maintained, 
and we have no changes to make in our quota- 
tions. Domestic sells in a fair way, though we 
learn of nu large transactions.

English China clay is meeting with only a 
moderate demand. Buyers seemingly prefer 
small lots and we have heard of no important 
transaction during the week just closed. There 
have been no quotable changes ip prices the 
general tone of the market being steady. Sales 
are reported of 150 tons at $16 50@17 50 for su- 
perfine, and $13@14 50 for the medium grades 
according to size of order. There is nothing 
doing in Southern go far as we can learn and 
prices remain nominal and unchanged at $10 50 
@11 50 as to quantity ex-dock. 

For sulphate of barytes there is comparatively 
little demand at present, owing to the general 
duliness of the paint market. There is, how- 
ever, a steady tone to the market prices being 
maintained at former figures. We therefore 
repeat our quotations of $18 50@1950 as to 
quantity for prime white domestic and $12 0@ 
14 50 as to quality and size of order for the off 
color grades. Foreign is quoted nominally at 
$19@21 50, according to quantity and holder. 

French terra alba occupies the same position 
as at the date of last writing. There isa mod- 
erate demand, but no transactions of conee- 
quence are reported.

A Destructive Fire in Semon Bache 
& Co.’s Building. 


At 1] o’clock on Thursday night fire was dis- 
covered in the silvering department of Messrs. 
Semon Bache & Co.’s establishment at the cor- 
ner of Greenwichand Vestry streets this city. 
Prompt measures were taken to extinguish the 
flames, the fire department appearing early 
upon the scene, but before the fire was sub- 
dued it completely gutted the silvering room, 
destroying a large quantity of stock, some of 
which was just ready to be shipped to Western 
and otber customers. The silvering depart- 





‘ment is situated on the fourth floor, but as the 


buiiding is fire-proof the fire was confined to 
the room in which it originated. Much dam- 
age was done to the floors below, particularly 
in the offices on the first floor, by water. The 
cause of the fire isunknown and is somewhat 
of a mystery,as 80 far agis known there was not- 
hing in the room that could have given rise to it, 
and the greatest precautions are always taken 
by the firm to guard against fire.

Vegetable Olls. 

Linseed oil has shown no improvement since 
our last. The market is very firm and it is 
doubtful if any crushers would be willing to 
sell a considerable quantity at 39c. Still the 
market does not advance above this figure, 
though it is well known that oil cannot 
profitably be made at it, considering the 
present cost of seed and the low prices brought 
by the cake. The offerings.of Western and 
other out-of-town brands are comparatively 
limited at the moment and though it is report- 
ed that sales have been made at 37c, the gen- 
eral quotation is 8c. A Western contemporary 
advocates the formation of a pool as the only 
means of improving the condition of trace,but 
while there is no doubt that some form of 
organization is necessary, no one seems in- 
clined now to take steps to bring about a com- 
bination of interests, owing probably to the 
expressed determination of certain mills whose 
co-operation is essential to success, to keep out 
of all pools or associations, 

Cottenseed oil continues to grow firmer by 
degrees, and buyers are confronted with an 
advance almost every day. Prime crude has 
sold in this market at 274¢c for 200 bbls, and 28c¢ 
is now quoted, but there is no disposition to 
gcant this advanced figure. Off grades are 
gill offering at various prices under 26c, and 
they are difficult to move. The fact that the 
g eater portion of the crude stocks consists of 
faferior quality, prevents values from harden- 
ing on these grades. Buyers seem to think 
that the South contains considerable oil, as 
they are very sparing in their wants. There is 
m > ground for the crude oils to rest upon, ex- 

ept the views of Southern holders, whose 
evident purpose is to push up crude 
values as refined oil advances The holiday 
on Monday and the practical cessation of busi- 
ness on Saturday, bave made a short week for 
trade, and the consequence has been a list- 
1:+ss market for crude. Soap stock is not offer- 
ig and values are nominal. The quotatiorgs 
r ceived from the primary markets are 1@1%c. 
No change has occurredfin the price of crude 
oll atthe South, Weare wired from New Or- 
leans that supplies are light and held at 24c for 
prime and 20c for off grades, Meagre receipts 
of seed are being received at New Orleans, for 
which seven dollars per ton on levee is paid. 
From Memphis we learn that crude is held at 


23@2Aic. 

Refined cottonseed oil is somewhat firmer 
than this time last week, although traders have 
been giving more attention to summer vaca- 
tions and the glorious Fourth, than to busi- 
ness. The short weex recorded considerable 
business under the circumstances and holders 
strengthened their views to-day on that ac- 
count, A good jobbing business has been done 
at 3214, 33, 3344 and 34c, and prices were so un 
certain to-day that sellers hardiy knew what to 
quote. Some were firm at 34c for prime sum- 
mer yellow on epot, others were naming }¢c 
under this figure, but all hesitated to quote 
83e; still a bid of 33c would not be refused. Off 
color is in good supply and was offering to-day 
at 3l%c for near prime. We have 
sales of 1,500 barrels in lots, princi- 
pally for export, at prices given above. 
There is no inquiry for the fancy grades. 
Receipts for the week were 1,276 bbls, against 
5,717 bbls for the week previous. The larger 
amount was principally made up of lots for 
delivery on contracts. The domestic consump 
tive demand is largely increasing, but only a 
portion of the aggregate business is done at 
New York. Export inquiry is moderately 
good, but the movement is in small lots. There 
have been no cargo lots sold recently. The 
New Orleans market is quo.ed higher at 0@ 
88c, which is an advance of over 3c over the 
outside figure last week. At Memphis the 
market is steady at 29@30c.

The trade in paraffine oils has not been dis- 
turbed bv any fresh reports. The holiday has 
interfered with business considerably, as some 
establishments were closed all day Saturday as 
well, Some buyers still claim to be favored at 
9}4c and under for 25 gravity, but the transac- 
tious are not reported by sellera who have an 
interest in sustaining prices, Disinterested 
brokers state that they cannot get 10c 
shaded for prime quality of 25 gravity. 
There are so many conflicting opinions that 
our readers will have to take it for granted 
that underselling is a feature of the market 
without having any tangible proof. The large 
supplies of paraffine oil certainly have a bearish 
tendency, and the prospects of the market re- 
covering from the present depression in values 
are not by any means cncouragirg. It is seldom 
that 7c is realized for 28 gravity, and it is inti- 
mated that business can be done at a shade less 
for important quantities. Manufacturers hav- 
ing epecialties are fortunate, as the market may 
fluctuate to any extent without affecting prices 
on those grades or influencing trade. Red par- 
affine oils are not in as good a position as re- 
finers would wish. They have to yield to an 
easier tendency, caused by the cutting in regu- 
lar paraffines. Red oils,however, are becoming 
more popular as the viscosity test is a point 
which is apparently considered of as much im 
portance as any other test. 

Neutral oils are not moving to any material 
extent. Duliness is a chronic feature in this 
line and refiners are only called upon to sup- 
ply smal! jobbing wants. Comparatively good 
figures are realized on all business trahspiring 
asthe lack of sufficient business to support 
competition prevents a lower tendency and as 
a result old prices are maintained without dif- 
ficulty. The principal demand is for the 
cheaper bloomless grades. 

Light filtered cylinder stocks are operated 
upon to the neglect of other stocks and prices 
are still settling through the efforts of large 
buyers ty work competition for all it is worth. 
Various grades of light filtered are offering at 
16@18c, but bids are solicited and manufactur- 
ers are inclined to favor the buying element. 
Rather low prices are reported to be accepted 
but the quality is questioned by competing 
houses who desire to maintain the market. 
Dark filtered is obtainable at 18@15c and steam 
refined at 9@l2c, but important concessions 
have to be made to get business. 

Black reduced oils are stationary at former 
low prices, and the demand ia quiet. Summer 
oll remains steady at 6c; all the efforts to ad- 
vance it did notamountto much. Cold test 
grades are in an easy position at our figures, 
There is a desire to push business, which bas 
its consequent effect on values, and go little 
confidence ig entertained in the market that 
wants are slow in being made known.

TUESDAY EVENING, July 6, 1886. 

One year ago vil ranged between 9734c@$1 (3, 
To-day certificates were selling at and around 
go. Twelve months ago production was de- 
glining at the rate of 2,000 bbls a day; to-day 
the output of the region is close to 74,000 bbis, 
One year 2g0 production and consumption 
were on equal terms, while to-day consump- 
sumption is nowhere, and production, heavy 
and enormous, is almost everywhere. One 
year ago nobody cared anything for Washing- 
ton, which was regarded as but a garden patch 
jn the estate of oildom, Look at despised 
Washington to-day, the ruling monarch of the 
latter day oil fields. 

Tarki:l, which resembles in many respects 
the ghost of Pithole is, however, the liveliest 
spot in the oil country. The wells developed 
are large and staying and the strip is 
one of the richest ever pricked by 
the drill. So great is the rush for 
the greasy treasure that derricks have become 
as thick as flies around a sugar barrel. Tar- 
xill ig a phenomenal pool; the production 
to day within defined limits is 3500 barrels. 
Bradford, Warren and Clarendon are seldom 
heard from these days. In those districts the 
drill is enjoying a well merited vacation. No 
new wells of consequence have been completed 
doring the week in Washington. The output 
bas ranged between 6,0C0 and 7,000 bbis. 

During the past few days the accuracy of the

It is remarked that the gauge of the scouts 
during June was within 200 bbis of the gaugers 
reports of the pipe lines. Sometimes the pro- 
duction of a well cannot be obtained. Then 
the scout, naturally an expert in such things, 
puts his knowledge to play, and as a result 
pretty accurately hits on ite actual output. 


The most important wells in Washington at 
thistime are the Cameron No. 2 and the Can- 
non wildcat near Morganza. It is given out 
that Joe Craig and the Fisher brothers are in- 
terested in the Morganza well. In the batchof 
wells due are eight belonging to John Mo- 
Keown the millionaire operator, one of tbe 
luckiest men who ever drilled for oil. The 
Miller well, located for a gasser, is regarded 
as especially dangerous. It may strike 
oll and if it does it will open 
up @ new stretch of territory, The Thayer No. 
8and the Curry, from their locations, are put 
down as prospective gushers. 


During June the runs from Kane averaged 
5,002 bblsaday. The field is declining very 
rapidly and the stocks are disappearing. There 
is no doubt but the runs have been uniformly 
larger than the production by several hundred 
barrels a day during the greater part of June. 


The average price of tha week was 66%, It 
seems impossible for certificates to advance, 
for the present at least, to and above 70 cents. 
Last year at this time oil was well up in the 
nineties, With the decline of Washington, the 
collapse of Kane and a falling off in production 
al: along the line, oil ought to sell close to the 
dollar mark, But it doesn’t, nor is it likely to. 

“Oil anywhere under 70 cents is a good pur- 
chase,” remarked a gentleman whois a familiar 
figure on the floor of the Exchange. “What is 
holding back the market now is more than I 
ean tell. Certainly not natural causes,for they 
plainly favor a rising market. The manipula- 
tors who do not care a snap for the field 
situation are twisting the tail of the spe cuia- 
lve public, Were this market unrestrained, my | 
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word for it, a better price would be realized for 
the stuff.” 

The gauge ef the Washington wells for yes- 
terday was materially unchanged and the 
statistics given abov» are generally believed to 
be trustworthy. A late dispatch from Can- 
nonsburg announces that the important test 
drilling there will not enter the sand to- 
night. The reason given for the shut-down is 
that the oil saver will not work in the casing. 

The coming week, with its big batch of im- 
portant wells, ought to be a memorable one in 
the history of the trade. 

The monthly oil report was made public on 
Wednesday. It was regarded as favoring the 
bulls. The market went up under moderate 
trading to 68¢c, collapsed to 667éc, and closed 
strong at 675éc bid here and 67%c in the West:

Oil has just been found seven miles south of 
corry. About two weeks ago Ames & Co. fin- 
jshed a well near Gray’s farm, foot of Ox Bow 
pil, in Concord townsbip.

The oil pilgrim of yore, if suddenly dropped 
down in the green fields among the clustering 
derricks of Tarkill, says the Derrick, would 
fancy himself translated to Pithole, and would 
cast about in hope of discovering other familiar 
objects of ’65, for upon Tarkill more than any 
oil eld of modern times has ths mantle of Pit- 
hole descended. «ere is the life,the activity, 
the energy that once characterized that ancient 
cltyofamontb. The bustlicg town, with its 
hastily improvised hotels, restaurants, stores 
and tenements, eating houses under canvas and 
lemonade stands by wayside; the driller, cool 
in his flannels, and the jehu, noisy in his jeans, 
gongs and imprecations—all are there. And 
each in its way contributes the elements needed 
to make the scene realistic. Only old ’Squire 
Highberger, rubicund anu beery, stumping 
aimlessly about, fulminating against society, is 
necessary to complete the picture. The most 
striking reminder of Pithole days is found in 
the disposition of the operators to crowd lines. 
Except Pithole, perhaps there never was such 
aggressiveness shown in the history of the 
business. When too late they will see the folly 


of the fight. Then it will be too late to repent.

The Lima Oil Field. 


The past month bas been the most active in 
the oil field since the first weil was sunk, and 
the June report shows an increase of twenty- 


eight new wells, with an addition of 1,413 bar- * 


rels to the daily production. More large wells 
have come in than in any previous month, and 
among the best are the Simon’s No. 4, flowing 
150 barrels, the Nicholson No.1, flowing 125 
barrels, the Bennet, flowing 100 barrels, the 
Brotherton, flowing 175 barrels, the McDonald, 
flowing 175 barrels, and the Walcot. tlowing 150 
barrels. There are thirty-three wells driliing, 
and the total number of producing wells is 
fifty-nine, the increase during the month of 
June being more than double that of May. The 
daily production js about 2,200 barrels, double 
what it was on June 1. 

Mr. P.C. Boyle, of the Oil City Derrick, was 
over the fleld a few days ago, and as he is good 
authority in all oil matters, his opinion is worth 
something. He says that he is satisfied the field 
is capable of producing 50,000 barrels daily, and 
that all that is keeping the production down is 
A LL 











the low price (forty cents) that is being paid by 
the Buckeye Pipe LineCompany. He says tha® 
if they would raise the price so aa to warrant 
operatorg in developing the territory that the 
Production would surely reach 15.000 barrels 
daily within ninety days. The runs made by 
the Buckeye Pipe Line Company during the 
month of June were 22,000 barrels, and their 
shipments were 10,000 barrels. They are build- 
ing another 36,0.0-barrel tank on their land 
southwest of the city, and by the time it is com- 
pleted they will have their other tank full. 

The work on the Northwestern Oil Com- 
pany’s new refinery is progressing rapidly, and 
they will be ready to refine oil before the first 
of next month, 

The Cannonsburg field has two producing 
wells flowing about one hundred barrels each 
daily and nine wells drilling. A pipe line has 
been laid to Rawson, on the line of the Lake 
Erie and Western Railway, and the oil will bs 
lcaded there into tank line cars. Notwith- 
standing the fact that the first well drilled at 
Rawson’s is dry, a number of citixens have or- 
ganized another company, and are at present 
sinking a well about a mile east of the first one, 
Tnere is also a well being drilled at the village 
of Kalida, sixteen miles northwest of this city 
—Lima correspondence Cleveland Leader. 
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Oil Wildcats in Beaver County, Pa. 


Again the fever for wildcatting and the de- 
sire for new oil territory bas broken out and 
this time it has struck Darlington, Beaver 
county, and wakened that little hamlet and the 
beautiful valley surrounding it out of the Rip 
Van Winkle sleep into which they fell overa 
quarter of a century ago, when the old stage 
coach went out of date and the locomotive 
which succeeded it carried traffic in another di- 
rection. A few short months ago nobody ever 
thought of Darlington, Many did not even 
know of its existence, unless, perchance, they 
ha¢ a friend who lived there. Now maps of 
the valley stretching between New Gallilee and 
Cannelton are in the offices of a dozen or more 
oil men, and they all show signs of active ser- 
Pencil marks show where anticlinals are sup- 
posed to run, and numerous dots show where, 
according to all scient‘fic arguments, oil should 
be found. As a result of all this studying of 
maps territory bas been leased—thousands of 
acres of it; derricks have been erected and 
drills started, 

Probably the heaviest operators who have 
yet struck the quiet little valley are A. J. Har- 
baugh & Co. They have leased about 1,500 
acres at Cannelton, and the same amount at 
Brush Ruo,a mile south of that place. Their 
leases have all been taken on condition that a 
well will be put down within 90 days. Halfa 
mile to the north, between Canelton and Dar- 
lington, is 1,500 acres of territory controlled by 
Armstrong & Gillespie, also of Pittsburg. They 
have erected a derrick on the Johnston farm 
and have a well down over 400 feet. 

A pocket of surface gas was struck a few 
days ago, which blew out pebbles and water 
clear over the top of the derrick. They expect 
to strike the Butler county oll sand at a depth 
of 1200 feet. Still farther north, at Darlington, 
the firm of Hartman & Jamisen, of Butler 
county, is operating with between 800 and 1000

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acres. A derrick has been erected just outside 
the borough line and drilling commenced. 
Farther out the Ft. Wayne Railroad, in the 
Enon valley, several! thousand acres have been 
leased by Beaver Falls and Pittsburg parties. 
Other operators are looking for more territory 
in that vicinity, but there is scarcely a farm in 
the Northwestern portion of the county which 
has not been secured. There are several causes 
for all this activity just at the present time. 
The chief one, however, is the fact that oll is 
known to existthore. Another is that Darling- 
ton is situated exactly on the principal Butler 
county anti-climal. 

The oil history of Darlington is interesting 
and is taken as conclusive proof by many that 
the present enterprise will not be in vain, 
Twenty-two years ago a minister named Dr. 
Kane lived and flourished in the town. He 
thought there should be oil there some place, 
ana inorder to test the matter he erected a 
derrick on J. C. Duff’s farm, just in the rear of 
the church, from the pulpit of which he ex- 
pounded the Gospel every Sunday. The drill 
was put down to a depth of 800 feet and then 
early on Saturday morning the driller hearda 
rushing noise, and an instant later a flood of oil 
shot upwards, clear over the top of the derrick 
The news of the big strike spread rapidly and 
the following morning after Dr. Kane had fin- 
ished bis discourse a gentleman from this city 
called on him and offered him $10,000 for the 
well. The offer was refused; for two reasons, 
first the doctor couldno’t think of making the 
sale on Sunday, and second because he didn’t 
think $10,000 was a big enough price forthe 
well. But drillers in those days knew very lit 
tle about wells and the salt water soon stopped 
the gushing of that particular one. It bas been 
flowing, however, ever since and is flowing to- 
day, although not more than a barrel a week. 

A year after the first venture a well was put 
down onthe McMahon farm which joins the 
Puff place, with alike result. The well gushed 
forth a couple of weeks and then was choked 
off. It is still flowing a little, however. Neither 
of these wells was put down more than 800 feet 
and neither has been fouched or scarcely 
thought of for 20 years. Several other holes 
were drilled, about the close of the war, on 
Bush Run and Painter’s Run. One of them is 
still flowing, but the others have long since 
ceased to show signs of oil. A few months agu 
a man named Borland, a Butier county driller, 
struca Darlington on business. He heard inci- 
dentally of the old oil wells and went out to 
look at them. He reported the find to Messrs. 
Hartman & Jimisen, and these gentlemen at 
once started to lease terriorty. They were not 
rapid enough, however, tosbut out the Pitts- 
burg operators, who have succeeded in getting 
control of the majority of the land inthe valley.

A Little Flurry in Lard. 


Peter McGeoch is agair on the high road to 
fortune. In 1882 he bought all of the lard at 
about 13 cents, and lost millions. Last week be 
ourchased nearly 3,000,000 tierces at 5 to 6 cents 
and got the market onthe hip. It is not be 
lieved that this last deal isa corner, as it can- 
not be ascertained that any one is short. But, 
owting all of the lard, McGeoch can force up 
the price and realize a fortune on which he 
can retire in triumph, The brokers who have 
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been purchasing for him are Crosby & Co., E. 
W. Bailey, Hannibal & Brine, and Frank Lo- 
gan. They never touched July or cash lard, 
fearing to excite attention, but purchesed 
steadily of September. By this means the July, 
August, and cash product bas kept the market 
depressed and enabled them to gobble every- 
thing. Mr. McGeoch, ex-friend and enemy of 
John Plankinton, has also been purchasing 
lard, and these lords of lard can put up the 
price without consultation. 

There are not more than two parties largely 
interested here, or who are buying at all freely. 
Tt is claimed that there are a good many 
“washed sales” among the clique, but the buy- 
ing otherwise is in strong form, On Friday 
some of the tailend of the long holders thought 
they would like to have ¢ little celebration 
money and began to realize on their full profite 
by which they knocked prices down to very 
near the closing rates of Thursday. The ap- 
pearance of the market, however, indicates 
that the long side are not through with their 
movements as yet by any means, and the re- 
sumption of business on Tuesday showed fur- 
ther excitement.

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The Glass Factories and Wages. 
The fires in almost every glass factory in the 
country were put out last week and the work- 
ers given arest for two months. This is the 
regular summer shut-down,and during the 
time the scale of wages for the coming year 
will be arranged. No special changes are con- 
templated by the Window Glass Workers’ As- 
sociation, but it is understood that the manu- 
facturers will suggest a slight reduction in 
wages. The workers argue that there is 00 
cause for reduction, as trade has been good all 

year and prospects are bright for next fall, . 
President Cline, in speaking of the reduction 
in the wages of the window glass workers dur- 
ing the past 15 years, says wages have fallen off 
90 per cent. He argues that further reductions 
are unnecessary. This matter willbe decidéd 
at the convention to be heid at their ball 
ginning next Tuesday> Theré will be about #0 

delegates present from all over the country. 
On the 14th of July the convention of the 
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Premdent, James Campbell, and 8, A. Wallace 
and John Winters, are delegates from Pitts- 
burg. They are the bearers of an important 
secret matter that will come before the con- 
vention. Toe nature of this business is not 
known, but one member of the association 
says it is possible that they will attempt to ex- 
tend the organization of the Knights of Labor 
to Europe. Other members pronounce this 
ridiculous and impracticable. There are 
about 2,500 window glass workers who are not 
in the organization, and an effort will be made 
them in before the close of the year. 

The window glass manufacturers will meet 
at.Long Branch on the {0th of this month. At 
this meeting a scale of wages for the next fire 
will be drawn up, and a conference committee 
will be appointed. It is thought that no 
changes in the committee will be mude, and 
that Messrs. Thomas Wightman, Sames Cham- 
bers and Joseph Stewart will comprise the rep- 
resentatives from the Pittsburg district. 

The American Flint Glass Workers’ Union 
are having some dispute about the time for 
closing. The Eastern workmen want a 60 days’ 
shut-down, while the Western men think that 
30 days is eufficient. This matter will be settleu 
at the annual convention to be held at Hamil- 
ton, Ontario, this month. It is likely that a 
30 days’ shut-down will be decided upon. 

It is said that several non-union flint glass 
factories will continue in operation during the 
summer months. Among them are A. B. Mills’ 
factory, at Chartiers, and two belonging to 
Tibby Brothers, at Sharpsburg. At these fac- 
tories non-union men are employed, but the 
regular ueion scalé of wages is paid.

“*CC Castor Oil’ has enabled us to make 
more money on castor o11 within the past year 
than we have made before on all the castor oil 
we bave sold in years,” is what one of the lead- 
ing wholesale druggists of America said to one 
of our representatives this spring.

A sample of this adulterant shows it to bea 
liquid of about the same color and consistence 
as a medium quality of castor oil. It has a 
heayy greasy odor, and a peculiar taste that 
lasts some time. It does not dissolve in or mix 
clear with alcohol, and a mixture of it with 
castor oil is easily shown in this way. 

This adulterant is probably nothing more 
than a heavy, light colored. neutral mineral 
oil, worth about twenty cents per gallon. 

It is hardly probable that much of this kind 
of castor oil is sold to pharmacists, as it would 
more likely go to the grocery trade or country 
stores, who usually buy castor oil in small bot- 
tles, yet it is well to look out for it. 

In localities where there is a strong grocery 
or other competition, it might be interesting to 
see how the castor oil is Jabelled, and to test it 
asabove. It would be interesting to know who 
the “leading wholesale druggist’”’ referred to 
was. He certainly cught to be nearer the tail 
end than the lead, and the National Wholesale 
Druggists’ Association, every member of 
which has probably received this circular, 
sould certainly take some action in the mat- 
ter. 

That ‘“‘some of the best medical talent in the 
country” could be induced to say of this adul- 
terant that its ‘mild sedative influence’”’ is 
“highly beneficial in a majority of cases,’’ is 
very remarkable, and it would also be interest- 
ing to know who they are. 

The statement that every wholesale druggist 
has to compete with “goods” containing this 
adulterant, if true, would show that jobbers in 
all parts of the country were willing to increase 
their profits by means that ought to bring the 
severest condemnation and punishment. 

Unfortunately many States have little or no 
legislation for tbe prevention of adulteration, 
and in others such laws are not enforced as 
vigorously as they sho'!ld be. 

The active denunciation and prosecution of 
such offenders will do much to strengthen 
pharmacists in the estimation of the medical 
profession and the public. We know of no 
more commendable or important undertaking 
for pharmaceutical associations and druggists 
all over the country. Let no guilty jobber es- 
cape.—D, ug.is's Circular,

Quinine From the Retail Standpoint. 

The daily papers of New York are taking 
ubusual interest in the quinine market. The 
REPORTER has already referred to an article 
which appeared the other day about adultera- 
tions,and we reproduce the following as the 
work of a reporter on the Trib ine: 

“It may besome consolation tosufferers from 
malaria to know that there is little if any im- 
pure quinine in the market at present. This 
desirable state of things is not due to any sud- 
den spasm of virtue on the part of druggists, 


but arises from causes that are pure] 
ical. Quinine is lower in price now 
ever been; it is selling wholesale at 

ounce, and is 80 much cheaper Prop: 
than its usual adulterants thata 
than a profit would result from m 
with it. 


“People are almost certain to get quinin 
pure this season, no matter where they buy itm 
said the proprietor of one of the large dry, 
stores near the Post-Office. ‘The most unsore. 
pulous druggist has no incentive to adulterate 
it now as he did when he used to pay $3 ang $4 
an ounce for it. Then it paid to mix jt with 
cinchona, which sold tor $1 or so an ounce, 
Yes, that is about the only ingredient used and 
it has the properties though not the strength 
of quinine. About the only fault found with 
a compound of this kind was that it lacked 
power. Nothing injurious ever regultca from 
its use nor, in fact, do I know of any substance 
that would probably be mixed with quinine 
which might harm the system. The most dex- 
picable form of fraud practised with this drug, 
is the short-weight dodge. Thi8is worked by 
some of the extreme ‘cut-rate’ stores and Un- 
principled dealers. They sella pill that con- 
tains but one grain of quinine for a two-grain 
pill, thereby making just double the usual 
profit, which one would think large enough at 
present. An ounce of quinine costs the retail 
druggist a little over 50 cents. There are 49 
grains in an ounce. At a cent a grain this gives 
a profitof over $4 an ounce, allowing for the 
cost of the rice flour and gum-arabic which 
form the body of the pills as well as for the 
time required to roll them. Some of the high- 
priced druggists charge two cents a grain, mak. 
ing a profit of about $$ an ounce, or something 
like 1,800 per cent on their investment. The 
cheap stores I referred to that give one grain 
instead of two to their customers, make almost 
as much as this and few of them are ever found 
out.” 


“How do you account for the cheapness of 
the drug at this time ?” was asked. 


“Quinine, as you are aware, is derived from 
Peruvian or Jesuit’s bark, obtained from vari- 
ous species of cinchona which grow in the Col- 
ombian, Ecuador, Bolivian and Peruvian for- 
estsof South America. The Countess dels 
Cinchon, wife of a Peruvian viceroy, was cured 
of a fever by its use, and when she returned to 
Europe iatroduced the medicine there about 
the middle of the seventeenth century. It de- 
rived the name cinchona from her. This bark 
used to be gathered by the Cascarillas Indiang 
chiefly, who obtained it by cutting down the 
trees that produced it. This, of course, soon 
thinned out the more valuable trees and such 
was the reckless stupidity of the Peruvian 
government that, though it put every obstacle 
in the way of the tree being planted elsewhere, 
it never attempted by a system of forestry to 
renew the riches thus improvidently wasted, 
The result was that quinine became scarcer 
and scarcer every year; the price of it went up 
toan extravagant figure, and at one timeit 
seemed as if this most important drug was 
likely to become unobtainable. It was at this 
time that the East Indian government determ- 
ined to try to naturalize the cinchona tree in 
India. To obtain seeds and young plants was 
a difficult task, but Professor Clement R 
Markham, Dr. Spruce and others accomplished 
it, and in ashort time a flourishing plantation 
was yielding large quantities of quinine on the 
Neilgherry Hills of southern India. The tree 
has since become naturalized in Java, the 
mountainous regions of Jamaica and many 
other places, so that we are almost if not en- 
tirely independent of the Peruvian forests for 
this great febrifuge. It is this increased pro- 
duction of it all over the world, one might say, 
which is making the drug cheaper and cheaper 
every year as the demand for it becomes more 
widespread in this and all other countries where

Sunflowers as Fuel. 


In some of the treeiess districts of the West 
the difficulty of obt#ining fuel is very great, 
and many substitutes for wood and coal have 
been used during the long.and severe winters, 
A correspondent of a Wyoming paper gives bis 
experience with sunflowers for this purpose a8 
follows: “I grow one acre of them every year. 
and have plenty of fuel for one stovethe whole 
year round. and use some inthe other stove be- 
sides. I plantthem in hills the same as cora 
(only three seeds to the hill) and cultivate the 
same ascorn, I cut them when the leader oF 
top flower is ripe, letting them lie on the 
ground two or three days. In that time I cut 
off all the seed heads, which are put into a0 
open shed with a floor in it, the same a8 & cor 
crib. The stalks are then hauled home ané 
packed in a common shed with a good roof on 
it. When cut in the rig ht time the stalks, whe? 
dry, are bard as oak,and make & good, hot 
fire, while the seed h2ads with the seed in, make 
a better fire than the best herd coal. The 
being very rich in oil, will burn better 
longer, bushel for busbel, than hard coal. The 
sunflower is very hard on land. The piece of 
ground selected to plant on should be 
enriched with manures. In the greater steppe 
(prairie) region in the interior of Russia andi 
Tartary, where the winters are more severe 
than in Dakota, the sunflowers are, and have 
been for centuries past, the only kind of fuél 
used.

) In the general line of drugs there is little of 
» note to record. The intervention of a holiday 
- go soon after the opening of the month has 
, helped to demoralize business, while as many 
dealers are engaged with their semi-annual 
stock taking they do not care to come into the 
market except when compelled by absolute 
necessities. There have been quite a number 
of important changes in prices, and the general 
tone of the market is one of steadiness. Opium 
was rather firmer at the close under the usual 
cable advices of damage to the crop by rains. 
Considerable business in the article was trans- 
actedto-day. Powdered opium is temporarily 
lower under a better supply. Quinine is with- 
out specially iateresting feature, though the 
market is gradually growing firm. Shellac 
seems to be working into a stronger position. 
Quicksilver advanced to-day on stronger ad- 
vices from London. Gum chicle is advancing 
while alvohol and oil of peppermint are lower. 
The pesition of the warket is reviewed at 
length in our editorial pages. The principal 
changes were as follows:

On Thursday last cables were received from 
Smyrna reporting that heavy rains had done 
considerable damage to the crop in the low 
lands, but that no damage of any extent had 
been done to the uplands. Following this con- 
siderable business was done for shipments, ex- 
tending over August and September, at a shade 
under $170 in bond here. The market closes 
rather firmer, with holders less inclined to offer 
round lots, for at this price the margin of profit 
is very small, and would not warrant too many 
short sales. The jobbing demand has been 
somewhat stimulated by these reports, and eev- 
eral cases have changed hands at $2 80@2 85 as 
to test and holder, the market closing steady at 
the latter price. There has been a fair move- 
ment in broken packages for this period of the 
year, at prices ranging from $2 90@295 as to 
quantity and holder, Powdered opium, under 
a better supply, was cffered rather more freely 
early in the week, with sales of 50 lbs reported 
at $375. At the close, however, the market is 
firmer at $3 90@3 95 as to holder and quantity. 

There has only been a moderate inquiry for 
morphine during the week. Values remain 
steady at previous quotations established by 
the various manufacturers. Scotch is only 
wanted in a limited way, at $185 for bulk and 
$2 10 for eighths.

The market has shown rather more strength 
during the past few days, although no trans- 
actions of any importance are recorded, as 
holders apparently are less inclined to release 
their holdings at 50c, which seems to be the ex- 
tentof buyers views, although for some special 
brands blc has been refused for several thou- 
sand ounces for August delivery. From out- 
side holders nothing better than 51@52%c is 
pamed as to brand, quantity and holder, ‘while 
from agent's bands 5244@65c is the lowest price 
named, the latter figure being for B&8. The 
demand, as is usual at this period, bas slackened 
eff to some extent as nearly all of the jobbers 
are engaged in their usual semi-annual stock 
taking, and few care to purchase further sup- 
plies until this work is accomplished. Late 
mall advices from Ceylon say the exports 
of barks for May were upwards of two 
million pounds, while for June they have 
fallen below one million pounds, Stocks 
in London, however, have not as yet shown 
any falling off. Neither may any be expected 
for several weeks to come as the large ship- 
mente referred to in May have not yet all 
come to hand. In speaking of the last bark 
sale, Messrs. Barber Bros., of London, say: 
‘The usual fortnightly public sales took place 
yesterday instead ef Tuesday, owing to the 
holidays. The supply was of good extent, em- 
bracing 600 packages South American (inciud- 
ing afresh arrival of 400 bales Cuprea), 2,400 
bales Ceylon, 50 packages EI and 113 bales Java. 
The sales opened with a steady demand, and 
the bulk found buyers. The assortment of 
Ceylon as a whole was good, renewed being in 
large supply, but mixed and weak sorts were 
also well represented. Prices were generally 
Ona par with those of last sales, though occa- 
sionally there was a decidedly easier tendency, 
and the unit now stands at about 34@4}44. A 
feature of interest continues to be the large 
supplies of root offered. Java bark was 
easier.” Domestic makes are receiving their 
share of the trade, although considerable com- 
plaint is ,eard about dull times and of few orders 
being reveived for prompt shipment. As we 
go to press we are wired from Philadelphia 
that P 6 Wand R&S will be reduced to dhe 
inclusive to-morrow (Wednesday),

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The Growth of the Sulphuric Acid 
Manufacture. 

The consumption of sulphuric acid is almost 
as good a measure of the industrial activity of 
a country and cf its civilization as is the con- 
sumption of coal; and indeed, the one increases 
with the other. 

In this country, sulphuric acid until recently 
was made exclusively from brimstone; but the 
advantages to be gained by the use of pyriies 
having been fully discussed in these columns a 
few years ago, the acid manufacturersawoke to 
the importance of the subject, and almost each 
month since then has seen additions to the py- 
rites burners, and an increase in the propor- 
tion of acid made trom pyrites. The produc- 
tion, importation and consumption of pyrites 
for acid manufacture have grown aus follows:

The remainder of pyrites not used is sup- 
posed to be in stock at the works and mines. 

The amount of crude sulphur imported var- 
ied but little from 100,000 long tons in each 
year from 1881 to 1884. In 1885, it was 96,841 
tons,and the amount is likely to diminish as 
the use of pyrites becomes more general. 

The capacity of the pyrites-burning estab- 
lishments in this country at present, including 
two new works just starting, is about 450 tons 
a day; but tne works are not run at their full 
capacity, aod it is estimated that th:y will 
make about 275,09 tons of acid this year, while 
those using sulpbur will make perhaps 225,000 
tons, giving « total make of say 600,(00 tcns of 
50 degrees acid as the production of this coun- 
try forthe current year. The rapidity of the 
development of this great industry is almost 
unexampled even in this country. and it prom- 
ises to continue growing, but only in the use 
of pyrites. 

Two establishments use Canadian copper- 
bearing pyritee; five use Spanish and dumestic 
pyrites; and fifteen or eighteen use domestic 
Pyrites. 

Refining petroleum and the manufacture of 
fertilizers are the chief uses for su!phuric acid 
here, while in England, where the production 
of sulphuric acid is about 1,000,000 tons a year, 
about 49 per ceut. is used in making sulphate 
of soda forthe Le Blanc soda process, 7 per 
cent. in making sulphate of soda for glass man- 
ufacture, 22 per cent. in making fertilizers, and 
22 per cent. for all other purposes. 

The prices at which sulphuric acid is now 
selling are unprecedentedly low, averaging 
probably not more than $10 50@ll aton at the 
works for 50 degrees acid, and some works in 
Baltimore have been selling, it is said, below $9 
aton. Foreign pyrites are worth, delivered 
duty paid, about 10 cents per unit of sulphur. 
Our domestic pyrites, especially those from the 
Arminius mines in Virginia, being purer than 
any of the foreign ores,command a higher 
price. 

We are favored by Mr. Albert Williams with 
the following figures of interest in this connec- 
tion: 

The production of pyrites for the calendar 
year 1885 wus 49,000 long tons, of 2.240 pounds, 
valucd at $220,500. The imports for the fiscal 
year ended June 30 were: Long tone, 34,123 
Canadian, 2,500 Newfoundland, 16,600 Spanish 
and Portuguese, 53,223 total tons. Per cent 
copper, 3.85. Pounds of copper, 2,949,363. Value

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Boycotting Declared Illegal. 


In the Criminal Court of this city, last week, 
Paul Wilzig was tried on a charge of boycotting 
and found guilty. Judge Barrett in his charge 
to the jury said: “The effect of lawlessness is 
to alienate sympathy, and the hopes of the la- 
bor classes depecd very largely upon a rigid 
adherence to law. Itis their great safeguard 
against tyranny and iniquity, Our country 
and ite free institutions can exist only by the 
mainterance of law. I have a word of counsel 
to all who combine to better their condition. 
Before they appoint an Executive Committee 
ora Finance Committee or any such c »mmit- 
tee they should appoint a Committee on Law. 
not composed of dem»gogues, but of simple, 
straightforward men. With this course adopt- 
ed little trouble would follow. We are here 
to-day to decide whether a crime has been com- 
mitted. It is the first case of the kind. We 
must be careful.” 

Judge Barrett then defined what the laborer 
may lawfully doto better his condition and 
what he may not lawfully do. He said that 


men may legally combine to raise the price of 
labor, but they must be careful as to the means 
they adopt to secure the end. No man or num- 
ber of men may conspire to prevent peopl 


laboring where and for what they pleasein any 
lawful trade or calling. A man has aright to 
go to his friends, secure their sympathy in his 
cause, and even ask them to withdraw their 
patronage from certain persons. But, the 
Judge remarke’1, it is a very different thing 
when 50 or 100 men conspire to ruin a man’s 
business and parade before his place distribut- 
ing handbills and intimidating purchasers or 
those who would purchase. An erroneous idea 
exists as to the use of force and threats in such 
& proceeding. Men may not use force or 
threats and yet they intimidate; they create 
fear. Suppose 50 or 100 men determined to 
boycott a dry goods store and walk up and 
down before the door in alegal way distribut- 
ing handbills, They might not use force or 
direct threat, end yet they might intimidate 
the weak and timid by their actions and com- 
mit an illegal act. Moreover, in this matter it 
was not necessary that the defendant himself 
should have used force or threats, so long as ho 
was concerned in the transaction.

Asbestos. 
BY AN ANALYTICAL CHEMIST, 

Until within recent years very little was gen- 
erally known of this wonderful substance; but 
from the time that ics superiority as a non-con- 
ductor of heat became recognized in the com- 
merciai world its circle of utility has increased 
with marvellous rapidity. Thisis all the more 
striking since no new properties have been dis- 
covered as our acquaintance with! it increased; 
and all it; applications depend on two proper- 
ties more or less closely allied, viz., incom- 
bustibility and non-conductibility. 

Since the introduction of gas-fires, asbestos 
bas become familiar to all. There are two kinds 
of gas-fires—one in which balls looking like 
lumps of white clay are placed in the grate and 
the gas burns around them. Asbestos is not 
seen herein its natural form. In the other 
variety there is usually a fire brick with inter- 
stices through which thread-like fibres pointing 
in various directions are carefully passed; 
when the gas is burning, they become white 
hot but do not consume, and these fibres are 
the natural asbestos. 

Although threadlike in appearance, asbestos 
is a8 much a mineral as coal, slate or limestone 
is. Many theories on its formation have been 
suggested, but none have yet received general 
or even wide acceptance. 

The fire-resisting properties of asbestos are 
by no means a modern discovery, for the an- 
cients were familiar with them. An incom- 
bustible cloth made from asbestos was in use 
among the Chinese in the latter half of the 13th 
century,and we read in history of certain popes 
and emperors using napkins which when dirty 
were laid on a blazing fire and in a few minutes 
withdrawn clean and again fit for use, to the 
great astonishment of the guests. Such nap- 
kins were doubtless made of asbestos. 

At the present time we find an “asbestos 
paint” composed of powdered asbestos and an 
ordinary paint, used to prevent wood from 
taking fire. It is said to be the best fire-resist- 
ing paint for woodwork. Again, we find an 
asbestos wall-paper which, when used as a 
substitute for the ordinary paper, prevents the 
fire spreading from the room where it origi- 
nates; also an asbestos felt to be placed under 
carpets for the same purpose. 

Every one knows how puny are deed boxes 
in comparison with the importance of their 
contents, and the thought of lining them with 
asbestos millboard cloth was by no means an 
inappropriate one. Deed boxes so lined have 
been severely tested by fire; but the contents 
remained uninjured. The ponderous safes at 
present in use can never be made so secure 
from the effects of fire as these aeed boxes can 
be. The latter, too, possess the advantage of 
being portable—an advantage which no doubt 
would strongly recommend them to thieves. 
But the diminished cost of asbestos, as com- 
pared with safes, would allow for other pro- 
visions against the attacks of these modern 
Ishmaelites, whose hands are against every 
man, and every man’s hand is against them, 
Even a small room could be made fireproof at 
a very small expense. Indeed, so safe are the 
lined deed boxes that gunpowder may be 
placed loosely in them, and, when the 
lid is closed, the box with ita contents may be 
placed inthe midst of a blazing fire without 
fear of explosion, Such simple things as gas 
shades and fire blowers are also made from as- 
bestos millboard. 

Asbestos cloth is more like coarse canvas, 
and differs from the millboard in being pliant 
without danger of breaking. It has been made 
into a dress for firemen, and for men employed 
in acid and iron works, into curtains for thea- 
ters, into filter bags in sugar refineries, and for 
the filtration of acids, while some of the most 
approved modern domestic water filters owe 
much of their efficiency to the asbestos cloth 
used in their construction. We might even go 
further and say that until asbestos cloth began 
to be so used, many persons shrank from the 
responsibility of advising the domestic filtra- 
tion of water by means of the filters in com- 
mon use. 

Among engineers it has grown into great 
favor as a packing for piston glands, and elec- 
triclans can now obtain a fire proof tubing for 
protecting their wires. 

Asa non-conductor of heat it probably sur- 
passes all others. Steam boilers and steam 


) 


pipes are coated with it,and a great saving 
thereby effected. The writer has compared 
several preparations for this specific purpose, 
with asbestos, and found them inferior to it, 

Many persons complain of the great beat ex- 
perienced in iron churches in the summer time 
in this country. A lining with asbestos would 
make them as comfortable as the more costly 
edifices, and while it diminished the heat of 
summer, would also diminish the cold of win- 
ter. Suchalining has not yet been tried in 
this country probably; but it has been adopted 
in the tropics with wonderful effect. 

In the analyst's laboratory asbestos is rapidly 
displacing the sund bath. It distributes the 
heat so uniformly that glass breakers may 
safely be placed thereon, and their contents 
evaporated to dryness, if necessary, with 
greater rapidity than on the sand bath, and 
with less risk than on the triangle. 

Among recent or out-of-the-way uses for 
asbestos may be mentioned the purification of 
foul gas—to accomplish which the capillary 
action of asbestos is utilized for the effective 
distribution of a liquid disinfectant. An 
asbestos washer for safety lamps has been pro- 
nounced an improvement in their construction. 

The reader may now be possessed of a not 
unnatural desire to be made acquainted with 
the vomposition of this extraordinary sub- 
stance; and so far as chemical aid can enlighten 
us the following resulta have been analytically 
obtained:

The two varieties have practically the same 
composition and yet they differ very materially 
in physical character—the Italian being long 
and silky, while the Canadian is generally 
shorter 1n the fibre, and more easily damaged 
by exposure in its crude state “to the action of 
water. 

‘There are three distinct varieties of Italian 
asbestos (1)—the gray—long and strong in the 
fibre, and “‘greasy”’ to the touch, (2) the flossy 
—smooth and silky in appearance and dry to 
the ,touch; (3)—the powdery. Each has its 
special application varying according to the 
particular physical properties which distin- 
guish it. 

The principal asbestos mines are those in the 
mountains of northern Italy; but it is found 
in small quantities all over the globe. The 
writer has had a piece of the flossy variety, 
soft as silk to the touch, but too short for use 
as cloth, given him by a friend lately returned 
from New Zealand. It is found in Cornwall, 
and also in the Shetland Islands. 

Wharever its mode of formation may be it is 
certainly one of the most curious minerals 
with which we are acquainted; and one of the 
most useful forthe requirements of modern 
industry.— British Druggis'.

The owner is having a nice 
run of Juck and deserves it. Three so called 50 
barrel wells—the Cowles & Hazzard on the Mar- 
tin farm, the Hopkins and the Paper Mill No. 4 
have been added to the list. The Cole, al- 
thougb as before stated as limiting the field 
locally on the northwest, is claimed to be doing 
20 barrels, as is also the Bottom oil company’s 
well.

Our only wonder is that having hadit 
within their grasp for 80 many years the East 
Liverpool potters had not taken advantage of 
this great natural resource long before they 
did. As it is they now have control of a pow- 
erful element in economical manufacturing 
that cannot be ignored in the light of reason 
and common sense, for it cannot be succeas- 
fully denied that combusible gas, whether nat- 
ural or artificial, is the best heat developing 
element that is known for the purpose to which 
heat-is applied in the manufacture of pottery. 
The great problem has been to produce it at an 
even or less cost than ordinary fuels. Nature 
has solved it for the western potters and glass 
makers, and the many advantages derived 
from the use of the natural article demonstrate 
by practice the correctness of the theory that 
has long been held by the most progressive 
men in the pottery business. The greater uni- 
formity secured in the firing of the kilns yields 
tothe manufacturer an increased quantity of 
firat selection goods, which is in itself an im- 
portant economical feature. A first-ciass glaze 
fired by natura! gas is more brilliant than the 
same glaze fired under ordinary conditions, and 
it need not be said that this fact alone is worthy 
the greatest consideration. This is demon- 
strated more clearlv, perhaps, in the improved 
appearance of the glassware made to-day ip 
Pittsburgh over that which was made two 
years ago. The minor advantages are easily 
figured. immunity from dirt and dust and lack 
of fuel at times when it is most needed; the ab- 
sence of all necessity for the handling of fuel 
and the attendance of a*‘baiter” at the kilns; 
the reduction of breakage in the saggers, also 
in gluss pots; and, not the least of all, the dimi- 
nution of wearand tear in the kiln bottoms 
and arches. We have cited a few of the leading 
advantages to be gained by the adoption of this 
great natural factor, and to our mind there 
seems to be nothing wanting in the argument to 
be used in its favor. Its use by Westera 
manufacturers will give them greater Op- 
portunities for the production of finer 
grades of goods, and it will aid them 
very materially in developing and enlarging 
the industries to which it may be applied by 
enabling them to offer inducements to capital- 
ists now contemplating investment in either 
the pottery or the glass business. In the mean- 
time it should not be forgotten that scientists 
have been silently at work to improve the pro- 
cess of manufacturing artificial gas so thatit 
may be applied to manufactaring purposes at 
an even cost with the natural product. They 
have so nearly succeeded in doiug this that 
there ig no longer any question of the ultimate 
adoption of artificial methods in those portions 
of the country where natural gas is not avail- 
able, and to those manufacturers of pottery 
and glassware who are seeking the better 
means of firing their kilns and furnaces we 
have only to say that the near future will give 
them opportunities in this direction that seem 
at present to be very remote possibilities. 80

TUESDAY EVENING, July 6, 1886. 

Since the opening of the month the chemical 
market has shown signs of a decided improve- 
ment in the demand for nearly all the articles 
on the list. Usually, when the week is broken 
by holidays intervening, trading is more or less 
affected, and the present week is no exception 
to the rule as regards goods for prompt ship- 
ment. The bulk of the transactions reported 
have been contracts for future delivery of 
carbonated soda ash, caustic and bleaching 
powder, as consumers are beginning to realize 
that at present low figures they can’t go very 
far amiss in their purchases. Stocks of all 
grades are light, as the bulk of the arrivals are 
generally under contract for consumption, 
hence little surplus stock finds its way on the 
market. Nitrate of soda is steady, and the 
game may be said of brimstone, while chlorate 
of potash, under free arrivals, is easier, The 
other light chemicals are all steady and meeting 
with the usual consumptive demand, as report- 
ed below. Mr DB McCulloch, in his circular 
under date of Liverpool, June 24, says: “Un- 
steadiness in chemicals is maintained and there 
ismore doing. Caustic soda and bleaching 
powder in good request; saltcake and soda ash 
quiet; chlorate of potash scarce. Montreal 
potashes have advanced 2a per cwt. Citric 
acid again higher. Nitrate of soda and sul- 
phate of ammonia are rather unsettled by the 
heavy fallures in London. Prices are lower 
aod buyers are waiting for the development ot 
events ” 

Heavy Chemicals. 

Carbonated soda ash 48 per cent of the vari- 
ous Liverpool brands has been in good demand 
for shipments to extend over the year. Several 
of the glass makers have already contracted for 
their supply for next fire and others are nego- 
tiating, but the firmness with which special 
brands are held checks bvusiness at the 
moment, notwithstanding current reports in 
regard to the low prices named for some of the 
Liverpool makes. There have been sales of 
1,00 tons of Sullivan’s for shipment to Phila- 
delphia at 13134c, with offers of 127}¢c being 
declined for a like amount for shipment to thie 
port. Kurtz is only offered in a limited way as 
the high price named excludes trade for the 
moment, There are other makes of Liverpool 
which are offered at 1 22}44@1 25c, as to quantity 
and date of shipment. The month opens well 
and the outlook for a good trade is promising. 
The sales on the spot comprise 765 tuns at 14@ 
1%c, as to make, holder and quantity. High 
test is in the same position with prime brands 
being offered for shipment at 1 1744@1 20c, as to 
brand and quantity. 

Caustic soda ash 48 per cent of the various 
Liverpool makes, since the opening of the 
month has moved very freely, as many of the 
paper mills have been in the market for their 
usual monthly supplies. For shipments to ex- 
tend over the year there have been several in- 
quiries, but so far no transactions of any im- 
portance have been completed. Thesales com- 
prise 50 tons at prices ranging from 1 25@1 30c, 
asto make aud quantity. High test is dull and 
neglected, as many of the large mills which 
formerip used this sty!e of ash are now using 
BMhigh test. In the absence of any active 
demand valu sare nominally quoted at 120@ 
125c as to quantity, but for a round lot our in- 
side figures can be shaded, 


Alkali 36 per cent is only wanted in a limited 
way. The recent arrivais have given a fresh 
stock to draw upon, consequently values are 
easy at 1 20@126c as to brand and quantity. 
The demand for B M 48 per cent for prompt 
delivery has been light as is usual at this sea- 
son of the year. For shipments to extend over 
the year or for next fire, there have been 
several contracts placed at prices ranging 
from 1 26@1 30c as to quantity and date of ship- 
ment. High test B M continues to come freely 
to hand, thus giving ample stock to meet cur- 
rent requirements. For shipments to come 
forward extending over the year there has 
been the usual demand, the low price named 
brings in the orders. The sales comprise 550 
tons at 1544@1 lic as to quantity and date of 
shipment, also 15° tona in lots from dock at 1 20 
@1 25c as toquantity. The other high test re- 
fined alkalies are meeting with only a moderate 
demand, as the high price demanded restricts 
trade at the moment. 


Newcastle soda ash 48 per cent has come free- 
ly to hand since our last; the bulk, however, 
was sold previous to arrival], the balance being 
Placed from dock at 120c. There have been 
consicerable inquiries in the market from the 
glass trade for contracts to extend over next 
fire, but the offers submitted are considerably 
below those entertained by importers, conse- 
quently no transactions of importance have 
been concluded. The shipments on way are 
light, hence no pressure is manifested by 
holders, who prefer to await arrival before 
selling, The sales comprise 150 tons in lots at 
120@125cesto brand, quantity and holder.

The 
European markets partially recovered, closing 
at the parity of 2 30c for high grade. The Ham- 
burg incident happened at atime of general 
depression, owing to the backwardness of the 
agricultural season, which usually cluses in 
May, but which was extended this year into 
June. The falling off in the consumption from 
the previous year up to May Ist was 47,500 tors, 
but at the end of May the deficiency had been 
reduced to 15,000 tons. The movement of our 
spot market naturally attracte attention to 
forward supplies and a brisk business set in at 
2}4c on a sliding scale down to 1%c according 
to position.”

Philadelphia Chemical Market. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 3, 1886. 


There has been little of interest occurring 
during the week now closing. Buyers are 
scarce and sales of round lots were generally 
made by holders offering inducements go strong 
that buyers could not resist. the tempting fig- 
ures. General prices are without change and 
from present appearances values are not cal- 
culated to improve in the near future as the 
stock of nearly all kinds of chemicals are more 
than sufficient to fill all orders. The arrivals 
have been somewhet smaller than usual and a 
moderate quantity yet remains to dispose of. 


Carbonated soda ash is exceedingly dull both 
on spot and for prompt shipment; this, how- 
ever, isto be expected at this time with the 
giase factories closed. The stock of spot goods 
at any other seasou would be considered small, 
but at present it is more than enough to fill the 
requirements of the trade. Liverpool 48 per 
cent is held on epot at 1 35@1 40c and shipmenta 
at 130@1 35c, For the latter there is some 
inquiry but we hear of nosales. 58 per cent is 
dull and in light stock. Prices have under- 
gone no change. Newcastle 48 per cent is 
in fair stock with a limited demand. Jobbing 
parcels are quoted at 1 30@1 35c, round lots at 
1256@1 40c, although rumor has it that less 
money has been accepted. Caustic soda ash 48 
per cent is exceedingly quiet, and no great de- 
mand is likely to spriog up for some little time, 
as a large number of the payer mills are either 
closing or seriously thinking of doing so. Spot 
goods are held at 135@1 40, and 13244 would 
probably buy round lot on offer. To arrive 
1 2734401 32% is named, with sales within the 
range. The demand for caustic soda has some- 
what falien off, and the aggregate sales of the 
week have been rather unsatisfactory; 60 per 
cent on spot is quoted at 2 70@2 75, and to ar- 
rive 267}44@270 is named, although we think 
an offer slightly under these figures would lead 
to business in fair-sized quanttties; 70 per cent 
is held on spot at 2 52}44@z 60c, with sales of 
jobbing parcels to report. To arrive 250c 
would buy round lot. The higher tests are 
dull and the few sales made have been at fig- 
ures of last report. Sal soda owing tothe 
larger buyers being well supplied is dull, the 
small demand being limited to jobbing lots and 
obtainable at 9@lc as to quantity. To arrive 
these figures are camed but less would proba- 
bly buy ona firm offer. Refined alkali 36 per 
cent is without change either in price or de- 
mand and nothing has transpired worthy of 
note. 48 per cent is still scarce although arri- 
vals pear due are expected to supply buyers’ 
wants. Spot goods are quoted at 1 35@I 40c 
and to arrive at 1 30@1 32}¢c. On an offer | 27}¢0 
might buy around lot. Notwithstanding re- 
cent arrivals the market is still bare of B M 58 
per cent as what came to had this week had 
been previously disposed of and supplies at the 
moment are only obtainable at second han ds at 
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the usual] jobbing advance. To arrive 12i14@ 
13%<c are the ruling quotations. Bleaching 
powders have shown no improvement in de- 
mand and holders are doing all possible to dis- 
pose of their stocks before hot weather comes. 
Spot goods are held at 1 45@1 55c and same fig- 
ures are quoted to arrive. Nitrate of soda is in 
full supply owing to recent arrivals and in con- 
sequence spot goods are quoted lower, 230@

British Chemical Industries. 


At the last meeting of the Manchester Sec- 
tion of the Society of Chemical Industry, says 
the British and Colon‘a! Druggi:t, Mr. Ivan 
Levinstein read a paper entitled * Observations 
and Suggestions on the Present Position of the 
British Chemical Industries, with special refer- 
ence to Coal-tar derivatives.” After referring 
to the prediction of Professor Bayer, the dis- 
coverer of artificial indigo, that when techni- 
cal difficulties had been surmounted by Ger- 


man manufacturers the English would speed- 
ily cut off the supply of tar which German 
manufacturers coaverted into colors and sold 
to foreign nations at high prices, Mr. Levin- 
stein said eight years had elapsed since the pre- 
diction was uttered, and we still supplied Ger- 
many with three-fourths of the bydrocarbons 
which she required, and continued to allow her 
to supply us at least with three fourths of the 
coloring matter we use. It might be argued 
that trade wasonly an exchange of commodi- 
ties, and the assertion might be trueif we got 
twenty shillings in exchange for a sovereign, 
or if the profits realized on our raw material 
were equal to those obtainable by turning the 
latter into finished products. But our tar dis- 
tillers were by no means 80 favorably situated 
as the German color manufacturers, and in- 
stead of getting twenty shilliags we did not 
receive fiveshillings in exchange for our sov- 
ereign. And yetthe natural advantages were 
all on our side. Some little time ago an at- 
tempt was made to inflate the prices of the pro- 
ducts of coal-tar distillation, but it was found 
that such attempts ended in loss and disaster, 

The only sound way of stopping the supply 
of raw materials to our competitors was to use 
them ourselves and thus turn them to profita- 
ble aceount. England possessed greater natu- 
ral advantages than most of her great rivals for 
carrying on the manufacture of coal tar deriv- 
atives. The assertion respecting the superior 
chemical! skill of the Germans could only apply 
to the bringing out of new products, and our 
prospects as regarded striking out new and 
original lines bad improved in consequence of 
the starting of first class laboratories and the 
reading of papers, etc.,and our efforts were 
beginning to show encouraging results. The 
production of coloring matter in this country, 
excluding alizarin, had increased. Still the in- 
crease was not only not nearly what it might 
and should be, but disappeared to some ex- 
tent when we took into account the greatly in- 
creased production of coal tar derivatives. He 
contended that there were no real difficuities 
in the way of our getiing hold of the larger 
share of the manufacture of the coal tar pro- 
ducts if only the true position of the industry 
was fully understood and appreciated. The 
convertion of laboratory processes into indus- 
trial ones was not followed in this country to 
the extent it oughtto be. It was very desira- 
ble that we should attach to our chemical lab- 
oratories engineering laboratories where all 
sorts of appliances could be devised and con- 
structed and the conversion of laboratory pro- 
cesses into practical industial ones could be 
effected. 

The question of improved chemical engineer- 
ing was, however, comparatively unimportant, 
at any rate for the present, as the extra eost of 
procuring special plant from Germany, was 
tully balanced by the greater cheapness of 
general plant in this country. The difficulty in 
the case of the ammonia soda was much great- 
er. With regard to it our Only likely chances 
were either that our enterprising capitalists or 
our present Leblanc soda makers would bestir 
themselves. If they could not be moved we 
must trust tothe Germans. As to sulpburic 
acid, if it really was a fact that our makers 
could not sell this article with a margin of 
profit at the same price as their German com- 
petitors, they must either remodel their works 
or alter their process, and if they could not be 
induced to this, then let a few manufacturers 







































































































of coal tar derivatives combine and put up 
their own vitriol chambers in a convenient lo- 
cality, adopting all the improvements, what- 
ever they might be, of our rivals. What was 
wanted was that we should awake to the fact 
that natural wealth of itself did not any longer 
afford us opportunity of acquiring fortunes, as 
in days gone by, and that the ever-increasing 
aetivity and energy of our rivals had actually 
seized from us industries for the carrying on of 
which we possessed al) the natural advantages.

On the Assay of Carbolic Soap.* 


By ALFRED H. ALLEN, F.C.S., F L.C. 

The great and increasing use of soaps to 
which carbolic acid and other coal tar acids and 
products have been added, has rendered the 
determination of the active or quasi-active in- 
grediente a matter of some practical interest. 
A year or two since I had occasion to examine 
a considerable number of such soaps, and 
found the published information on the sub- 
ject very incomplete. In fact, the only method 
so farasIlam aware,that has been hitherto 
published, is that descrited in Volume I. of the 
first edition of my “Commercial Organic An- 
alysis,” which method was communicated to 
be by Mr. Charles Lowe. The process of Mr. 
Lowe is gravimetric, and in my experience un- 
reliable, owing to the ready volatility of the 
brominated phenols, to the indefinite nature of 
the compounds weighed, and to some unex- 
plained causes apparently connected with their 
unstable nature. The method I have now de- 
scribed is based on Mr. Lowe’s, but is modified 
in several respects, which are more or less im- 
portant, 

I may point out here, however, that although 
the coai tar acids are added to thesoap ina 
free state, the free alkali so frequently present 
prevents them from continuing to exist wholly 
in that condition. This is important, as the an- 
tiseptic virtues of the alkaline carboictes and 
cresylates are of a very doubtful nature. Au- 
alytically, also, the fact ja of interest, for 
phenols existing in combination wiil not be 
dissolved out on treating the dried soap with 
petroleum ether, in the manner recommended 
by Professor Leeds and Dr. Wright. 


The process for determining phenols which I 
now employ is as follows: Five grammes 
weight of the sample is dissolved in warm 
water, with addition of from 20 to 30 c.c. of a 10 
per cent yolutioa of caustic soda, according to 
the proportion of phenols believed to be pres- 
ent. The cooled solution is then agitated with 
ether, and the ethereal layer separated and 
evaporated at alow temperature. The weight 
of the residue gives the amount of hydrocar- 
bons, etc., in the quantity of the sample 
taken. The odor towards the end of the 
evaporation and that observed on heating the 
residue will give considerable information as 
to the nature of the admixture. Odors sug- 
gesting gas tar and buroing gutta-percha are 
very common. The alkaline liquid separated 
from the ether is then treated in a capacious 
separator with an excess of strong brine, 
which completely precipitates the fatty acids 
as sodium salts. The liquid is well agitated to 
cause the soap to filter, and is th-n passed 
through a filter. In cases where the soap does 
not readily coagulate, an addition of a small 
quantity of tallow or palm oil soap, previously 
dissolved in water, will usually overcome the 
difficulty. The precipitated soap is washed 
twice by agitating it with strong brine, the 
washings being filtered and added to the 
main solution, which is ther diluted 
to one litre. 100 c.c. of this solution 
(=0.5 gramme of the sample uf the soap) is then 
placed in a globulater separator, and acidulat- 
ed with dilute sulphuric acid, when it should 
remain perfectly clear. Stendard bromine 
water is then added from a burette, the stopper 
ofthe separator inserted, and the contents 
shaken vigorously. More bromine water is 
then added, and the agitation and addition of 
the solution repeated alternately until the liq- 
uid acquiresa faint but permanent yellow tint, 
showing thata slight excess of bromine has 
been used. If crystallized carbolic acid has 
been employed for making the soap the bromo- 
derivative is precipited in snow-white crystal- 
line flocks, which allow the faintest yellow tint, 
due to excess of bromine to be observed with 
great facility. If cresylic acid be the chief 
phenol present, as in the case of soaps made 
with an article of a quality similar te Calvert’s 
“No. 5, Carbolic Acid,” the precipitate is milky, 
and does not separate well from the liquid, but 
the end of the reaction can still be observed. 
The addition of a solution containing a known 
amount of crystallized phenol is a useful de- 
vice in many cases, as the precipitate then 
curdles readily, and the yellow coloration can 
be easily seen. 

The bromine solution is made by mixing ina 
separator one measure of saturated bromine 
water with two measuresof water. This solu- 
tion is approximately 1 per cent.. and should 
be rua out from the tap of the separator into 
the Mohr’s burette used for the titration. fhe 
burette should be closely covered, and the last 
few c.c. of the solution contained in it should 
never be employed for the titration, as it is apt 
to have become weak. The bromine water 
must be standardized immediately before or 
after use, by a solution of Calvert’s No.2 or 
No. 5 carbolic acid, according to the kind of 
acid the titration has indicated to have been

present in the soap, This solution is made py 
dissolving 0.5 gramme of the coal tar acid ip » 
c.c. of a 10 per cent. of caustic soda, together 
with 5 grammes of a non-carbolic soap; The 
solution is then precipitated with brine in the 
same manner as the sample, the filtrate diluted 
to 1 litre, and 100 c.c. acidulated and titrateg 
with the bromine solution used for the sample, 
The volume of bromine solution used ig that 
required by 0.050 gramme of coal tar acid of 
approximately the same quality as that oon. 
tained in the soap. 

The mode of preparing the bromine solution, 
and the mode of conducting the titration may 
be modified in any of the various manners pro. 
posed by different chemists, but the method of 
operating just descrived is quite accurate 
enough for the purpose in view,and has severa) 
Pra tical advantages. In any case the broming 
solution should be standardized by carbolic 
acid in the manner recommended, and not get 
in any other, aud its power of brominating ca). 
culated. 

The remaining portion of the liquid filtereq 
from the precipitate of soap may be evaporated 
to a small bulk, acidulated with dilute sulphy. 
ric acid and the separated phenols measured 
(see “Creosote Oils’’), but the quantity ig not 
sufficient to make the method satisfactory, |[t 
is generally better to employ the solution for 
the isolation of the bromo-derivatives. Fo; 
this purpose ‘t is acidulated with dilute gy)- 
phuric acid, without previous concentration, 
and bromine water added in slight excess, 
From 5 to 10 ce. of carbon disulphide is then 
added, the liquid well agitated and the carbon 
disulphide tapped off into a small beaker. The 
aqueous liquid is agitated with free quantities 
of carbon disulphide of 5 cc. each, till it no 
longer acquires a red or yellow color. The 
carbon disulphide is then allowed to evaporate 
spontaneously, when a residue is obtained con- 
sisting of the brominated derivatives of the 
phenols present in the soap. If crystallized 
carbolic acid of fairly good quality was intro. 
duced into the soap, the bromo-derivative ig 
obtained in fine long needles having very little 
color, and if all heating was avoided during the 
evaperation of the carbon disuipbide, the weight 
of the residue multiplied by 0.28i gives a fair ap- 
proximation of the amount of carbolic acid; 
but if a crude liquid article has been employed 
consisting mainly of cresylic acid. e. g.. Cal- 
vert’s No. 5 carbolic acid, the bromo derivative 
will be deep yellow, orange or red, with 
little or no tendency to crystallize, and the 
weight will not afford even a rough indication 
of the amount of coal tar acid present, 


The following table shows some of the results 
obtained by the assay of representative sam- 
ples of commercial carbolic soap. The sup- 
pression of the names of the firms manufactur- 
ing them unavoidably detracts from the inter- 
est attaching to the figures. The descriptions 
of the soaps given bythe manufacturers are 
strictly adhered to.and in cases where two 
sampies are described in the same words, they 
were manufactured by different firms: 
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No.1 sample was described as medical car 
bolic soap, containing 20 per cent. ot crystal- 
lised oarbolic acid. It will be observed that 
33.5 was the proportion actually found, and 
this result was fully verified on repeating the 
titration, and by the actual weight of the tri- 
bromo-phenol, which crystallized in beautiful 
colorless needles. In some other cases the 
proportion of phenols found was notably less 
than the amounts stated to be present, and this 
is especially the case with each of the 10 per 
cent. toilet soaps, Nos.3 and 4, though these 
soaps were made by different firms. It must, 
however, be borne in mind that a loss of 2 oF 
even of 3 per cent. of carbolic acid is lable to 


occurshrough evaporation.
